in the county has taken sides. 

The conflict has its origin in the assault 


'Of a white girl by a negro named Delagel. 


He was arrested and imprisoned at Savan- 
nah. His sons abueed the officers making 
the arrest and called on the negroes to 
arm. 

When officers were sent to arrest them 
for inciting a riot one of the constables 
was killed and another wounded. Thou- 
sands of negroes took up the cause of the 
Delagels, and a race war was begun. 

The Governor was appealed to and sent 

troops to the scene. Business has been 
almost suspended in Dorien and other 
citles in the ‘country. 
The negroes have taken to the swamps. 
Official estimates of the number of the 
blacks is 1000. The negroes are scattered, 
however, and the number in concealment 
may be even larger. All the negroes are 
armed. 

One entire regiment of soldiers ts en- 
camped in and about Darien. Two compa- 
n'es of another regiment are lying on arms 
in nearby towns ready to reinforce the 
troops already surrounding the swamp. 

Liberty and McIntosh Counties have the 
largest negro population in proportion of 
any counties In Georgia, and the percent- 
age ‘s-probably not exceeded anywhere in 
the South. These two counties are in the 
center of the notorious “back belt’ of 
Georgia, near the southeast coast. 

Comparatively few white persons conduct 
farms In these counties, and these few have 
fled from their homes to the town. 


DARIEN, Ga., Aug. %.—Fighting and 
death seem certain in the race conflict in 
this county. The negroes have taken to the 
Swamps by hundreds, They know that they 
are surrounded by troops, but they show no 
disposition to surrender, and conflicts with 
arms are looked on as inevitable by the au- 
thorities, soldiers and white citizens of the 
county. 

The Courthouse here had been turned in- 
to a barracks for the so'diers called out 
by the race war of McIntosh County; those 
who are not constantly kept on duty are 
allowed to rest here. Mary of them to- 
night are completely exhausted, having been 
on duty for three days and two n ghts. 

Col. Lawton was here at an ear.y hour 
keeping himself informed by courier and 
sending frequent messages to Gov. Cand er 
in Atianta. At noon a courier from the 
swamp, 18 miles out, arrived and report- 
ed that the negroes had corgregated in 
and around the house of the Delagel's, s'x 
miles from the ewamp, and would not sur- 
render or permit the Delagells to be taken. 
The sheriff, with a posse of 100 men, went 
to the Delagells’ house, but returned with- 


out making an attack. He gave only the 
information that he would need more men 
to enforce a demand for the much-wa. ted 
negroes and set about enlarging hs posse. 
Col. Lawton, after communicating with 
Gov. Candler, ordered the Liberty indepen- 
dent troop of light cavalry here and they 
left Jones Station a.most immediate y and 
came through the county over the wagon 
roacs, a distance of 25 miles, arriving about 
4 o'clock this afternoon. 

Col, Lawton aso ordered the First Regi- 
ment Georgia Volunteers at°’ Savannah to 

roceed at once to Darien. They reached 
1ere this afternoon at 6 o’c ock, Col Lawton 
has ordered tents and all camp equipments 
for the men in case it ig needed. 

It has been reporied here that 1000 negroes 
are in the vicinity of De'agell's house, hav- 
ing come from al) parts of Liberty and Mc- 
Intosh counties, econno tering was done 
by courier, but as the negroes are scat- 
tered for several miles through the swamp 
the'r number was not definite y ascer- 
tained.

The round-up of the negroes in MclIn- 
tosh County by the military resulted to- 
neht in the surrender of Henry Deag 1, 
the murderer of Deputy Sheriff Townsend, 
and the location for future arrest of Del- 
agell’s brother.,and the woman d.re tly 
{mplicated in the killing. Delagell’s sur- 
render was made to ‘Téeut. Wood, in 
charge of a detachment of 30 Savannah 
soldiers stationed 15 mites in the county 
to back up the Sheriff's posse, who were 
scouring the swamps. 

Delage:l to-night stated that he _ sur- 
rendered to the troops for protect.on, as 
he saw the Sheriff's posse was closing in 
on him and his capture was only a matter 
of a few hours. ‘There are still several 
ringleaders of the blacks wanted by the 
officers of the law Uniess they come in 
and surrender, or are brought in by ther 
friends and turned over-to the author.t es, 
the troops will go after them to-morrow. 


BLACKS ARE FIVE TO ONE. 


One Thousand Reported With Arms 
and Fverything to Their Advantage 
ATLANTA, Ga., Aug. 26.—‘‘The situation 
in McIntosh County is extremely critical 
and grave,” said Gov. Candier to-night. 
“The entire First Regiment, composed of 
seven companies, is on the scene, and I 


have ordered Companies IT and F of the 
Fourth Regiment to report at their ar- 
mories and hold themselves in readiness 
for @ call from Col. Lawton. 

“The law does not provide that the mill- 
tia can make  arrests,”” continued the 
Governor, “but the troops will back up 
the Sheriff, who is in command of a large 
posse, and will see that he has all the 
assistance needed. We are doing every- 
thing in our power to get the arms, ammu- 
nition and tents and equipments on the 
scene as ereedily as possible." 

Gov. Cand'er was in hs office all day 
and Was constantly receiving reports from 
the seat of the trouble. Col. wton re- 
ported by wire to the Governor that it 
would be impossible to restore peace and 
order unless the Delagells were arrested. 
The Governor replied to Col. Lawton that 
he Was in command and should do as wis- 
dom and discretion suggested. 

One of the first messages received by 
Gov. Candler to-day was from Capt. J. H. 
Devoo of Savannah,. commandirg the col- 
ored militia, who offered his company to 
the Governor to assist in quelling the riot- 
ing at Derien The First Regiment had 
previbusly been called out and the negro 
company was not needed. 

One report was received during the day 
that not less than 1000 negroes were un- 
der arms in the swamp and that they were 
in a position to 
some time. Another message said that 
several hundred citizens, acting upon their 
own responsibility, teft Brunswick this 
morning and were on the way to the scene 
of the crime. 


Intosh ard Liberty Couniles, where the out- 
break has occurred, is the “black beit’’ 
of the State. The negroes there outnumber 
the whites five to one. Iiberty is the 
only county having negro representatives 
in the Georgia Legislature. It is one of 
the most thickly negro Imhabited sections 
in the South and there are many towns 
and villages cemrcect <e-'e'’« of regro fam- 
ilies. The land, which is owned large + ©: 
white people, is tenanted Dy negroes. Some 
of the best farms are operated by sfe- 
groes themselves. Should a prolonged dif- 


or 


ficulty with the whites occur the black men 
would have sufficient food to sustain them 
from farms, either supplied by owners 
tenants, who would appropriate the 
‘andlord’s crop without compunction. The 
OQkeefenoke Swamp, in a rtion of which 
the negroes hid, is probably the largest in 
the United States, being in many parts ab- 
solutely impenetrab:e and unexplored. It 
is a low, marshy land by the sea-watef and 
covered with a heavy growth of vin3s, 
tough grasses and other semi-tropical 
lants. 
Col. A. R. Lawton, who is in control of 
the militia, commanded the First Georgia 
regiment, United States Volunteer, during 
the Snanish-American war. He has the full 
confidence of the Executive Cepartment( and 
the authority given him in the present

When thunchbacked Casper Roedel took 


his life yesterday evening, he closed a mis- | 


erable existence and opened the avenue to 
the solution of what may develop into a 
most absorb!ng murder mystery. 

He killed himse'f because he believed 
that he was about to be called upon to pay 
the penalty for taking another’s life. 

Remorse preyed upon him for months un- 
til the fear of the law became a burden he 
could bear no longer. 

Caspar Roedel was a tallor, employed 0Y 
the Geiger Manufacturing Co., at 1404 South 
Seventh street. He was a bachelor, steady 
and abstemi!ous and had not miseed a day 
at his bench eince he went to work for 
Peter Geiger, more than a year ago. He 
boarded with the Geigers and was regard- 
ed as one of the family. 

Friday at noon he did not appear at the 
dinner table and when the factory re- 
sumed operations at 1 o’clock he was not 
at his work. His absence caused comment, 
but the Geigers were not a'armed unt] the 
next morning, when they found he had not 
occupied his bedroom. Yesterday after- 
noon Peter Geiger, Jr., son of the old 
man’s employer, went to an abandoned sta- 
ble ip the rear of the house. In the half 
darkness he stumbled over something. 

It was the body of Caspar Roedel, cold in 
death. 

Young Geiger procured a lantern. By 
its light he found evidence of a terrible 
struggle with death. Drawn tight about 
the neck of the crippled old man was a 
piece of stout wrapping twine. It was 
broken off about a foot from the tightly 
drawn knot.. The remainder of it dangled 
from a crossbeam of the stable, 

The old man’s hands clutched the string 
about his neck as if at the last minute he 
had tried to free hitmeelf. A few feet away 
lay an overturned soap box. It was ap- 
parent that Roedel had attempted to hang 
himself; that the string parted and he 
went through all the agonies of death by 
strangulation while prone on the’ stablé 
floor. 

Young Gelger notified the police, and the 
body was removed to the morgue. So 
far.it was just another suicide. 

It was not until Capt. Willam Young 
of the Third Police District investigated :he 
strange death of old man Roedei that the 
more startling featurés of the case devel- 
oped and it became apparent that the con- 
science-stricken man’s crime against him- 
seif might have covered greater crime 
against a fellow human being—the terrible 
crime of murder. 

Then was revived the almost forgotten 
story of the deaih of the aged Mary Leh- 
man, who bequeathed all her property, 
real and personal, to the man who stran- 
glied himself yesterday becauee he believed 
he was to be accused of her murder. 

‘Peter Geiger, Sr., the old hunchback’s 
employer, gave the police the first inkling 
of the cause of Roedel’s self-destruction. 
He said that Roedel had been despondent 
for two weeks and had threatened several 
times that he would kill himseif. The last 
time wae on Thursday when he told Mr. 
Geiger that two detectives were looking 
for him tc arrest him for killing Mrs. 
Tehman, who had died 18 months ago on 
Kosciusko etreet, between Keokuk sireet 
and Marine avenue. He said that by put- 
ting Mrs. Lehman out of the way he had 
come into possession of her house and lot, 
which he had subsequently sold to a man 
named Chris Koenig. .Koenig, he said, 
had given him a promissory note, which 
he said would be found at the office of 
Herman Krembs, a real estate dealer at 
622 Park avenue. 

Patrolman Cronin of the Third District 
took up this thread of evidence and fol- 
lowed it; despite Mr. Geiger’s belief that 
the matter was a delusion of Roedel’s. - 

He found that Mr. Krembs had the note 
described ‘and that it carried the sale of 
property formerly belonging to Mrs. Mary 
Lehman of 390 Koscinski street. The pur- 
chaser of the property was H. C. Koenig 
of 3836 Koscinski street, a retired brick 


manufacturer.

The officer made a thorough investigation 
and did his work well. but the mystery 
deepened with every step in the unraveling 


of it. 

Old Mary Lehman was a well known char- 
acter in South St. Louis. She was a beg- 
gar with a competency. She l.ved for years 
in a neat frame cottage just north of 
Marine avenue and four blocks east of 
Broadway. She kept a garden that 
the envy of the thrifty Germans in the 
neighborhood. She left her house early 
every morning and trod the busy uptown 
streets, a miserable, white-faced aged beg- 
gar. At night she returned to her home 
where the larder was always full and 
want was unknown. The home and the 


garden were all hers, the fruit of years of 
alms gathering. 

During the latter years of her life the 
old woman indulged in the luxury of a 
servant. For @ year an old man known 
only as Tony cared for her home while she 
was on her daily rounds. The old woman 
had come from Switzerland and it was 
known to many of her race in &t. Louis 
that she never refused to aid a fellow- 
countryman in distress, That was how 


Zany came to work for her, and that was 
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how, when Tony left her, Roedel appeared 
on the scene. 

The little hunchback was a good worker 
and a faithful attendant. 


In the spring of 1897 Mrs. Lehman made 


her will. She devised all of her property 
to Roedel with a proviso that he was not 
to sell it within two years after her death. 
| Not long after that the old woman began 
to fail rapidly. Hitherto she had been re- 
:markably healthy, despite her 85 years. 

In the spring of 1898 she was no longer 
able to make her daily round in quest of 
alms. Roedel prepared her meals, and 
Was apparently as attentive as ever. 

Early in May, 1898. Dr. Clausen, whose 
cffice is at Marine avenue and Broadway, 
was summoned to attend the old woman. 
_On May 2 she died. 

Roedel left»the place soon afterwards. 
He rented out the house for $6 a month, 
and went to work for the Geiger Manu- 
facturing Co. 


In May of this year he petiticned the 
Probate Court for permission to sel] the 
property. His request was granted two 
weeks ago. A few days later he sold the 
property at a sacrifice, for $520, to H. C. 
Koenig of 3836 Kosciusko street. He re- 
ceived $20 in cash and a promissory note 
for $500. 

Residents tn the neighborhood of the lit- 
tle cottage are not slow to be.leve that 
Mrs. Lehman’s death was due te unnatural 
causes,

bor, said last night that’ Mrs. Lehman

To get an understanding of the Dreyfus 
Case it is necessary for us to understand 
What the charge against him is and ‘Upon 
which he is being tried, 

It is that in 1894 at the Cky of Paris he 
delivered to a fc. reign power or its agents 
@ certain number of secret confidential doc- 
uments relating to the national defense, for 
the purpose of enabling such power or its 
agents to commit hostilities or carry on 
War against France, which act is prohibited 
by articie 76 cf the penal code. 


In our country, both in civil and military 
courts, charges must either themselves be 
@pecific or be acompanied by specifications. 
It will be observed that the charge against 
Dreyfus is very general, not specifying 
what documents were delivered by him, nor 
to whom thev were delivered. 

But after all whether charges be gen- 
eral or specific, they must finally rest upon 
@ome fact, and the fact alleged against 
Dreyfus is the writing known as the bor- 
Gereau. This is a ietter, dated, but not

The bordereau was shown to the chiefs of 
four military bureaus for the purpose of 
ascertaining whether they or any of them 
might recognize the handwriting. Col. Fa- 
bre thought that it resembled the hand- 
writing of Dreyfus. The paper was sub- 
mitted to M. Gobert, the expert of the Bank 
of France, to be compared with some of 
Dreyfus’ handwriting. He discovered some 
resemblances, but also numerous and im- 
portant differences, and concluded after & 
rapid examination that the bordereau might 
have been written by some other than the 
suspected person. ’

Investigations were made into his past

strict line of his duty, and working beyond 
hours required of him, that he probabiy had 
some sinister motive,and was therefore rea- 
to be suspected as a person who 
furnished to the foreign Governments 
the documents referred to in the border- 
eau. 

A court-martial was convened and upon 
ihe evidence suggested Dreyfus was con- 
victed and publicly degraded, dismissed 
from the army and sentenced to life im- 
prisonment on Devil's Isiand. 

At this trial, Col. Henry had been a 
witness against Dreyfus, but the oniy tes- 
timony apparently of any force given by 
him was the contrudiction of the claim 
made by Dreyfus that when he was ar- 


rested he was not informed what the doc- 
uments were which he was charged with 
having delivered to the foreign power. 


THE COURT OF CASSATiON. 


The judgment of the court-martial did 
not, however, make an end of the case. 
Efforts for revision and for a new trial 
were made and in connection with this it 
was developed that after the trial docu- 
ments which would tend to fix gui't 
upon Dreyfus had been forged and Col 
Henry confessed Rimself to be the forger 
and committed suicide. 

The matter was brought before the Court 
of (‘assation, which is a court of appeals, 
and a hearing had before it, where, unlike 
the procedure of this country, evidence was 
received and heard by the court. The court 
of appeals in this country deals only with 
the case as it was tried by the court be- 
low, and if itt finds that trial to be regular, 
affirms the judgment. If it finds that trial 
to be irregular, it reverses the judgment 
and sends the case back for a new hear- 
ing. 

The Court of Cassation, upon the case

PARIS, Aug. 26.—No man on earth has a 
better appreciation of a dramatic situa- 
tion than Victorien Sardou. 

The dramatist said to the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent to-day. 

“In the newspapers I am following day 
by day every detail of the Dreyfus trial. I 
have never before so completely neglected 
my business nor my social obligations as 
since I became absorbed in ite intricacies. 

“IT am neither for nor against Dreyfus. 

‘IT trust and honor the judiciary of 
France. Perhaps mistakes have been made, 
civil and military, but under the present 
circumstances a mistake is impossible. I! 
am certain that no tribunal in France can 
be suspected of deliberately disregarding 
the evidence presented to it. 

“Whatever the verdict concerning Drey- 
fus is, I will accept it as emanating from 
persons who, by special study. by their pro- 
fession, are most competent to decide 
whether an officer of the army has been 
a traitor and deserves punishment, or 
whether he is falsely accused and deserves 
vindication. 

“When I tel? you that nothing has ever 
absorbed me so much as this trial I place 
myself in the view point of the dramatic 
element in life. 

‘Except to the unsophisticated, it is very 
evident that no play of the theater can 
ever hope to attain the same intensity of 
interest as has this trial to the most in- 
tellectual., 

“At the play nobody ever quite loses the 
consciousness that he is looking at and 
hearing the unreal. 

“At Rennes, life and death are at stake— 
several lives are at stake as well as the 
fate of certain of our most cherished in- 
stitutions.

RPNNDS, France, Aug. 2#6.—On the day of 
the reappearance of the wounded Labori 
before the court-martial Mme. Rejane, the 
celebrated actress, was one of the most con- 
spicuous of the celebrities in the audience, 
She most enthusiastically joined in the 
burst of applause that greeted the lawyer, 

Having learned that she was about to de- 
part from Rennes, the correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch interviewed her imsnediately 
after the court adjourned. 

“I shall never forget this scene,”” she 
said, “it is the most impressive, dramatic 
sight I ever witnessed. 

“How well calculated is it to bring us 
poor mummers, in shows which are un- 
real, to a realization of our shortcomings 
on the stage. The hearts of most of us 
there were filled with anxiety to hear some- 
thing hopeful. 

“But, alas! the hearts of many men were 


filled with that new savage hatred that 
leaves room for no other sentiment. The 
nerves of these men were tense. Their 


faces reflected the passion that raged with- 
in them, 

“In the narrow limits of the courtroom 
where those who have been dwelling to- 
gether in this little town since the trial be- 
gan standing, talking. Almost every face 
was a famous one. 

“In. the rich, red armchairs were men 
who haye shaped the destiny of France for 
many years, 

“In the air was that palpable, palpitating, 
painful expectancy, ‘Will Labori come?’

“You, @ man of sensibility, must appre- 
claie how awful is this coming of Dreyfus 
upon the stage. 

“The President of the court utters a brief 
order. Silence falls. The door flung 
open by a gendarme. A man enters alone, 
as if abandoned by all mankind. For a few 
paces he walks across the room. Behind 
him is something—a man, belonging to the 
police, who follows him as a jaguar fol- 
lows his prey, This is a beautiful dramatic 
movement. As Dreyfus rises toward his 
judges he seems to demand justice. He 
seems to say to them, ‘Have pity; I have 
suffered enough.’ ”’ 

“But immediately his smal] personality is 
set aside. He is an incident, a mere pre- 
text for the mighty, pitiless battle between 
two great political forces.”

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PRIVATE PROPERTY IN WATERMELONS. 

It is to be honed that the question whether there is any 
private property in growing watermelons will be judicially 
decided in a Missouri case growing out of a shooting.

The analogies 
of the law sustain this position. Reason leads to it; experi- 
ence confirms it. No man may shoot another for stealing his 
watermelons because they are not his. Anyhow, Bassanio’s 


Portia would tell you so.

MEETING AT ~~ PITTSBURG. 


Merritt Will Have an Interview at 
That City With the 
President.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2%6.—The announce- 
ment that Gen. Merritt is to meet President 
McKinley at Pittsburg is taken to be sig- 
nificant, as there has been much talk with- 
in the past week to the effect that Merritt 
would return to the Phillppines. Secretary 
Root remains noncommittal upon the suo- 


ect, neither confirming nor denying. It Its 

elieved here that if the determination was 
reached at the recent conference at Platts- 
burgh to leave VUtis undisturbed in his com- 
mand of the army in the Philippines there 
would be né hesitation on the part of the 
Administration in announcing the fact. 

Continued silence on the pert of those au- 
thorized to speak strengthens the belief 
that a change of some kind is contemplated, 
but that the President has not yet found a 
graceful method of supplanting Otis. 

The latest suggestion is that Merritt may 
be called to Washington, where his advice, 
so far as guided by his observations, may 
be accessible to the Secretary of War. This 
would not interfere necessart!y or affect the 
status of Gen. Miles, as his counsel] would 
be materially benefited by Merritt's infor- 
mation regarding the conditions conpfront- 
ing the troops in the Philippines. But 
should it be decided ultimately to send the 
commanding general to the Philippines, 
there would ‘be some embarrassment if Mer- 
ritt, his junior, should be placed in the pea 
sition of advisory counsel to make sugges- 
tions which would affect the orders given 
by him. Gen. Miles coulff not be expected 
to care to assume responsibility for the re- 
sults of a campaign in the Philippines un- 
less given wide latitude which, his friends 
hold, the thead of the army in the field 
should have. 


NOT PLACES ENOUGH FOR ALL 


Applicants for Commissions in the 
Army Far Outnumber the Va- 
cant Positions.

Some 
assert that they have even been advised 
to rest on the merits of their acateye- 
ments and not bring political pressure to 
bear, but as they have not yet received 
any appointments they are inclined to be- 
lieve that they have been given poor ad- 
vice.

Mary Conran Imprisoned for Two 
Years, Has Become a Physical 
and Mental Wreck.

wife had for two years been secreting their 
daughter Mary in the attic of their home, 
ang. chat she waé in a terribie plight from 
neglect, 

e drove to the Conran home yesterday 
and demanded of her parents to see Mary. 
They denied that such a person lived there. 
Simmons insisted that he knew better and 
demanded to be taken to her hiding place. 

Conran thereupon led the agent upa filthy 
Stairway to the attic, where, upon an im- 
provised bed, without covering of any kind, 
was the Mong Skeleton of the girl they 
sought. Her legs and arms were the size 
of broom handles, and the skin seemed to 
cling to the bones. Her legs were paralyzed. 
There were ulcers all over the body. Her 
hair was white in spots. She was devoid 
of strength and wandered in her mind. 

When she saw Agent Simmons she plead- 
ed for something to eat. When asked if 
she had sufficient food, the girl rolled her 
eves in the direction of her father and then 
whispered piteously, ‘“‘No.” 

The neighbors of the Conrana, it ig al- 
leged, did not know that the girl was con- 
fined in the house, They had not seen her 
for months, and understood that she was 
with distang relatives. 

Conran and his wife own the farm on 
which they live. There are five children. 
Two of them, older than Mary, work for 
neers and two younger ones live at 

ome. 

Simmons reported the case to Chandler 
Er. Miller, Secretary of the Humane So- 
clety, who visited the house yesterday 
with Prosecuting Attorney Bierce.

Information Is Asked by the Chicago 
Civic Federation. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 26.—Secretary Hasley of 
the Civic Fede2raticn is in receipt of a great 
number of replies to the printed questions 
which the Feieration sent out by mai) three 
weeks ago, in anticipation of the forthcom- 
ing conference on combinations or ‘‘trusts,”’ 
to be held Sept. 13-16. 

One form was addressed to economists, 
financiers and public men; another form 
was sent to the officers of railway compa- 
nies; another to wholesaie dealers. con- 
tractors and manufacturers, and still an- 
other to labor vrganizations. A series of 
questions was addressed to the combina- 
tions themselves.

Owing to the 
fact that the answers have been obtained 
under the ass:irance that the information 
would be regarded as confidential, no idea 
can be gained in advance of the meetings 
as to their bearing on the question of 
trusts.

TWO BIG COAL TRUSTS. 


The Joint Capital of the New Organi- 
gations Is $104,000,000. 
PITTSBURG, Pa., Aug. 26.~—Two consoll- 
dations of coal-mining interests have been 
completed here within the last fortnight 
which will affect the consumers of bitumi- 
nous coal throughout the Mississippi and 
Ohio Valleys and the Great Lakes Region. 


One is the Monongahela River Coal and 
Coke Company, and will, by Oct. 1, have 
complete contro] of all the available coal 
lands operated and unopened between the 
Spet pos at Pittsburg and Morgantown, 
W. Va., on the same stream, the present 
head of slack-water navigation, 

The second is the Pittsburg Coal Com- 
pany. It includes what are styled railroad 
eoal. companies, owning 108 concerns and 
all their various interests, including coal 
docks at various points in the eat lakes, 
five coal railroads in the mining regions 
and over 89,000 acres of coal lands, most of 
it in fee simple. 

The total capitalization of the two com- 
cerns wiil be $104,000,000, of wihch the rail- 
road combination has $64.000,.000 and the 
river coal $40,000,000. The river comaatien 
owns and controls 9 out of 102 properties 
along the Monongahela River, from Pitts- 
burg to a point 90 miles south. It will ab- 
sorb 44 river transportation lines, which 
own 200 steamboats and between 300 and 
4000 coal barges and towboats, It will own 
all the coal] elevators and yards where the 
Pittsburg product Is handled between 
Brownsville on the Monongahela River and 
New Orleans. The average output of the 
mines in this combination exceeds 8,000,000 
tons a year. 

The railroad company owns and controls 
land which in 1898 yielded 15,274,483 tons of 
coal. The mines are distributed along the 
lines of the Pennsylvania system, the Bal- 
timore & Ohio and the Vanderbilt roads, 
In addition to the mining properties the 
bill of sales provides for the transfer of 
several thousand coal cars, five ghort lines 
of railroad and coal docks at Dwiuth, Chi- 
cago, West Superior. Wis.; Cleveland, Faire 
pore harbor, Ashtabula harbor, Sault Ste. 

arie and other lake points. 

The two combinations will employ about 
35,000 men when working in full. They do 
not compete. All of the coal mined in the 
valley of the Monongahela River is mar- 
keted at points along that stream, the Ohio 
and the Mississippi. The market for the 
railroad coal is found partially in this lo- 
cality. <All of the railroads secure ther 
coal supplies from the mines included tn 
this combination, but the bulk of the prod- 
uct is sent every summer to the shores of 
Lake Prie and there transshipped to the 
Northwest. 

Moore & Schley of New York are the 
Syndicate managers of the railroad coal 
company. The river combination has been 
engineered by local promoters. The stock 
of both companies has been heavily over- 
subscribed, and premiums are already of-

LONDON, Aug. %.-—The Post-Dispatch 
correspondent learns on inquiry at the 
Koard of Trade that the announcement of 
the appo.ntment of seven commercial com- 
missioners to watch British trade abroad 
Was premature.

Defeat of the Canal Bill Has

NONE KNOW WHAT TO DO. 


MINISTRY BLAMED THOUGH IT 
OOULD NOT HELP IT. 


Way Is Not Yet Clear to the Cabinet 
as Both the Agrarians and the 
Emperor Feel That They 
Have a Gilevance. 


| BERLIN, Aug. %.—The political situation 
this week has been highly interesting. The 
unexampled defeat of the Government In 
the Diet, which, after his emphatie utter- 
ances at Dortmund, was a personal] defeat 
for Emperor William, has engrossed atten- 
tion to the exclusion of almost everything 
else. The fact that the blow was dealt by 
the Conservatives, a party which has been 
favored and nursed by the Government for 
Benerations at the expense of every other 
party, made the event ail the more sensa- 
tional.

After the lectures at the camp 
grounds in the evening, they got into 
wagons and were driven to the mounds. 
They discarded their ciothing and wrap- 
pee themselves in red blankets and stuck 
eathers in their hair, after the manner of 
Indians. A fire was built on top of the 
great mound, and around it the mediums 
squatted iike braves and squaws. After a 
few minutes of silence some of the medi- 
ums began to sway back and forth, and 
finally all were moving, and a few were 
chanting quaint songs in an unknown 
tongue, From this they rapidly passed into 
a wlider state, and began an Indian dance 
in a slow, bhha:f-bent-over tread, accom: any- 
ing it all the time with a low chant.

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MEDIUMS HAVE A WILD TIME AT NEW EFFORT BEING MADE TO 


CAPTURE GEORGE SIMPSON. 


REDSKINS THEIR CONTROL. HIS LIST OF CRIME IS LONG. 


White Men and Women Act Like Authorities Have Proved Him a 


Horsethief, Incendiary, Forger, 
Bigamist and Murderer. 


—~- 


BOSTON, Maszs., Aug. 2%.—There has been 
begun a search, which, if successful, will 
bring to the galiows George Simpson, alias 
George A. Stiliwell, once a Baptist minister, 
laver a burglar, horsethief, incendiary, for- 
ger, bigam.st and finaly a murderer. 

While res.st.ng arres, for stealing a horse 
Simpson shut and ki.led Deputy Sheriff 
Charles H. Smith at Dover, N. H., on May 
6, 1891. Six weeks later, while under arrest 
for the murder, he escaped from tue jai; at 
Dover. 

E.ght years have passed, but Simpson and 
his crime have not been forgot.en. ithe 
criminal and his many crimes are now re- 
calied by an investigation which the Boston 
police are to make. Every prison in the 
United States and in two fore.gn countries 
are to be searched. This step 1s taken be- 
cause the po.ice have good reason to beileve 
tha: he is in one of them. 

The belief is based upon information 
which Chief Inspector Watts has obtained. 
H.s infoimant was an ex-convict who knew 
Simpson but the remark that the much- 
wan.ed criminal was in prison was dropped 
in @ conversation with the chief about 
criminal matiers in general. When it be- 
came apparent to him that he had given 
important information and pres®&d to re- 
veal the name of the prison, the man be- 
came dumb to a.) questions. 

A reward of $1000, oilered by New Hamp- 
shire for Simpson's arrest and conviction, 
oo ed to be no temptation to the ex-con- 
ict. 

It may seem strange to many that the 
search for Simpson is to be made by the 
Boston deteciives rather than the New 
Hampshire authorf{ties. The expiauaiion of 
this is a simple ohe. Simpson served two 
terms in the Massachusetts prison, and 
was well known to the Boston police; and 
when the murder of the deputy sheriff oc- 
curred and Simpson broke jail an appeal 
was made to the Boston ue.ectives by the 
New Hampsh.re authorities to take charge 
of the search. 

This was done and Simpson was located 
in Boston soon after, but there was a slip 
in the plans laid for his capture and he 
eluded the officers. 

The crime for which Simpson ts wanted 
was committed less than a month after his 
discharge from the Massachusetts State 
Prison after serving a three years’ sen- 
tence for bigamy, the .acter charge aga.nst 
him having been brought by Chief of Police 
Sibiey of Cheisea. 

Leaving Boston he went to Vermont and 
New Hampshire, and on May 6 stole a 
horse and carriage belonging to Dr. J. B. 
Kendail of Enosourg Fa.is, Vt. A pusse 
under the leadership of. Deputy Sheriff 
Smith foliowed the thief and overtook him 
a few miles from Farmington, N. H. He 
showed fight and dared 4 one to come 
near him. He was in hiding behind a clum 
of bushes. The sheriff said he was an of- 
ficer of the law and dec.ared Simpson un- 
der arrest. The thief fired as the deputy 
approached. 

Toe sheriff, although badly wounded, did 
not weaken even then, but se.zed the thief. 
The posse secured and disarmed Simpson, 
Smith died from his wound a few days aft- 
er. S.:mpson gave his name as Julius H. 
McArthur and said he was an insurance 
agent. The horse and carriage he said he 

urchased from a stranger. He dec.ared 

e fired the shot in self-defense. 

The day after incarcerat.on he attempted 
guicide by opening a vein in his right arm. 
On account of his condition he was re- 
moved to the women’s department, and 
from there escaped. 

Simpson stole a team in the western part 
of Massachusetts a day or two afier his 


shortly after his birth When he was only 
9 years old he clipped ears from neighbors’ 
horses and ran away from home to Its 
grandmother, who lived in St. John. 

He remained with her a few years after- 
ward experienced rel gion in the Brussels 
et Salvationist Baptist Church at Freucr- 
ickton. His reiigious convictions were ap- 

arently so de he determined to gi.e6 

imse.f up to the ministry. He entered 
the Baptist sem nary at Frederickton, pay- 
ing for his education by work.ng aruund whe 
eeminary. 

Under the tuition of Rev. Drs. Ho 
and Goodspeed and Prof. George E. Fos- 
ter, afterward finance minister of Canada, 
he waxed in grace and learning, and was 
considered the most religious student in the 
sem.nary. 

He was ordained a minister at Newcastle, 
Grand Lake, and was. given charge of the 
Baptist Church there. 

There he met Harriet A. Stfllwell, and 
after a short courtship they went to St. 
John, and were married July 1, 1874. With 
his wife he moved to Prince Edward Island. 
His elastic mind was capabie of change 
and he accepted the charge of a Free W: 
Baptist Church. 

Whiie Simpson warned others to beware 
of the “flesh pots of Egypt,’’ he cultivated 
a hankering after horsefiesh. He pruocu’ed 
fast horses and used to be out a good 
deal at night. Suspicion pointed to Preacher 
Simpson and he gave up his charge and 
went to Topsham, Me. Here his wife gave 
barth to a baby boy. Simpson committed 
some depredation there and was forced to 
leave. 

He went to another Maine town and 
opened up a general store. Here he forged 
a note besides appropriating a horse and 
sleigh. Matters became too hot for hitn and 
in 1876 he came ea to Boston. His wife 
returned to Scotchfown with her child 
Simpson's next crime was committed here, 


‘and he served six years in the state prisun 


for It. 

About 1885 Simpson went to Sussex N. B., 
and stole the trotting mare Helena, which 
had just returned from the races at Bangor, 
Me. He traveled through Queens County 
with the horse, crossed Grand Lake and 
finally brought up at Maysville, Me.. Simp- 
son was lodged in Oldtown jail, from which 
he broke out. 

He later turned up in Queens County 
where he stole a pair of co.ts. He tried 
to dispose of them at Gibson and was ar- 
rested. Simpson was in jail about three 
weeks, when one morning the town was in 
great excitement. Peaple ran out in all 
quarters to seo what had become of the 
jail. Only a few shattered timbers of the 
wooden structure remained. Gunpowder 
had been used to blow down the door, and 
Simpson had flown. 

The next heard of Simpson was in Chel- 
sea, where he was sentenced to state prison 
for bigamy. Following his reiease_ the 
murder in New Hampshire was shortly 


committed.

WAS. RAIDED, 


Several Sick Infants Taken to 
the Hospital. 


ONE OF THEM DIED LATER. 


ALL SEEMINGLY LACKED NOUB- 
ISHMEN T. 


Miss Catharine Fay Arrested and 
Locked Up at the Third District 
Station, Pending an 
Investigation. 


Half a dozen ill-conditioned and sick ba- 
bles are at the City Hospital; Miss Catha- 
rine Fay is a prisoner at the Third Dis- 
trict Police Station; the police and detec- 
tives are investigating the remarkable con- 
dition of affairs that appears to have ex- 
isted at the house at 924 South Fourteenth 
street, the place where the children were 
found at 8 o’clock last night by the police. 

The health authorities eaid that three of 
the children were at death's door when they 


were discovered amd one of them died after 
being received at the Hospital. 

Yesterday afternoon Detectives Viehle and 
Sylvia, of the Third District, were at the 
premises searching for more bodies. They 
dug up every inch of the basement and 
cellar and carefully explored the yard at 
the rear of the house. Their search for 
bodies was fruitless. 

At 9 o’clock last night the City Dispen- 
sary received a call for an ambulance to 
go to 924 South Fourteenth 6btreet. Driver 
Kuhn drove the ambulance. On the way he 
met John Pearsall, the Dispensary clerk, 
who was not on duty at the time. Mr. 
Pearsall, however, accompanied the ambu- 
lance an the trip. 

When the ambulance reached $24 nearly 
a\thousand persons were congregated 
around the place. The two detectives, 
Viehle and Sylvia, were standing guard at 
the door to keep the crowd pack. The 
health officials were promptly admitted. 

The house is a big three-story stone front 
building. It is built flush with the pave- 
ment. A row of stone steps leads up to 
the main entrance of the first floor. The 
hall was carpetiess anf there was no (ight 
in it. The front room was also vacant 
and the appearance of the room gave the 
impression that the house was vacant, In 
the room immediately back a coal oil lamp 
was burning dimly. 

This room, like the first, was vacant, save 
for two cots upon which four babes were 
have ‘been more than nine months ofd. 
lying. The oldest of the babes could not 

The youngest was scarcely three months 
old. Three of the children were so weak 
looking that they appeared more dead than 
alive. The oldest was the best nourished 
and was apparently in fair health. By the 
sides of the bables were bottles of milk. 
It was their only food. The milk was warm 
and soured a became curdied as soon 
as it was taken into the babies’ stomachs. 

The health officers saw that they had not 
a moment to lose. “They felt that some of 
the babes were dying even then. The chil- 
dren were all placed on one of the cois and 
were lifted into the ambulance. “«" 

Mr. Pearsall] sat in the ambulancé and 
fanned them to keep low the spark of 
life that remained. ore than once he 
lighted a mateh to make sure that death 
had not claimed one of the babies. 

When the babies were received at the 
City Hospital Dr. Nietert's trained nurses 
were given charge of them. Proper food 
was furnished them, and medicines were 
administered. The doctors were not much 
encouraged, and held out but little hope 
for the three youngest. 

Mrs. Catherine Fay was arrested at the 
house at 924 South Fourteenth street at 
8:30 o'clock. Ghe is 6 years old, and was 
formerly a school teacher. She had lived 
at 924 for some time. She had taught 14 
yoare in the public schools, and lived at the 
ouse with her sister Mary. 

The leaving of a baby on the doorstep 
eof the home~of Joseph D. Schilley, at 1833 
South Fourteenth street, on the night of 
Aug. 16, was what directed suspicion 
against the Fay woman. 

At 10:30 o’clock on that night Mrs. Schil- 
ley found the baby. She toek it in and at 
ence sent for a policeman. Patrolman Mil- 
ler responded. He took the baby to tho 
Bethesda Home. A report was made on the 
incident. A few days later Mrs. Pearl Mc- 
Mott called at the Bethesda Home. She 
identified the baby as one that she had re- 
ceived from Miss Fay some time before 
and which «he had intended to adopt. As 
the child was: not healthy, she refused to 


' keep it, and it was returned to Miss Fay. 


The police and those interested guspected 
that Miss Fay had abandoned the babe, 
and they decided to investigate the estab- 
lishment. 

Miss Fay is indignant because of her ar- 
rest. She admits that she kent a baby 
farm, but she refused to tell the police 
where she got her babies. She gaid it was 
a private business which did not concern 
them. Later she admitted she got them 
from midwives. 

Persons living In the neighborhood say 
that a great many babies were received at 
994. As many as 45 or 6, it is said, were 
taken in during the past three weeks. The 
all over South S8t.

Mrs. Hartman, 922 South Fourteenth 
street, received one baby from Miss Fay. 

Miss Mary Fay was at 924 last night, 
but she would admit no one, nor would ghe 
make any statement.

Jamaica Is Greatly Alarmed and 
Every Possible Preparation Is 
Made to Meet It. 


KINGSTON, Jamacia, Aug. 26.—The is)l- 
and of Martinique reports a cyclone form- 
ing south and moving towards Dominica 
and Guaduloupe.

Labor must he provided abundantly and 
prompt action taken if serious consequences 
are to be avoided. The water is foul. Four 
thousand cubic meters of mud and debris 
are piled in the streets, the hospitals are 
overcrowded and the temporary hospitals 
are filled; there is a good deal of fever and 
malaria and s¢me typhoid; such houses ae 
are standing are overcrowded and there 
are thousands who are altogether homeless.

WRIGHT'S BOOK ON SOCIOLOGY. 


MANY SLUM RESIDENTS EARN 
GOOD WAGES AND ARE HAPPY. 


Death Rate Not Increasing; the Fact 
That Many Persons Live in Rent- 
ed Houses May Indicate 
Better Conditions. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NDPW YORK, Aug. %.—The most popular 
@nd interesting book on social questions 
that has been written in many a year is 
Carroll D, Wright's “Outlines of Sociology,” 
Which the Putnams have just published. 

Mr. Wright has two gifts that are rare. 
He knows how to maké figures and sta- 
tistics absorbingly Interesting, and he 
Knows how to use them fairly and sensibly. 
It is the use of these gifts that makes 
his pages so fascinating ever to those who 
would be repelled by such a solemn title 
as “Outlines of Sociology.” Here are a 
few extracts from this remarkable book. 
Some of them convey surprising truths in 
& self-proving manner. Others represent 
conclusions based wpon facts and ficures 
Which appear in, full in the book, but can 
not be reproduced in a limited space. 

The extracts give a mere giimpse of the 
book. But they ought to set a great many 
People to reading it to get the weapons 
with which to refute common errors about 
conditions in great cities.

“The rapid growth of cities often causes 
Great apprehension as to the character of 
Our population, and as to the influence of 
cities as controlling powers in the politics 
of the country.

Lack of Structural Supply Is 
Now Proving Serious. 


LARGE DEMAND FROM ABROAD. 


WAR IS IN A MEASURE TO BE 
CREDITED WITH THIS. 


The Superiority American Guns 
Showed Foreigners the Advant- 
age oY the Material Manu- 
factured in Yankee Land. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

N@W YORK, Aug. 2%.-—The growing 
Scarcity of steel and iron products and the 
inability of the mills to furnish those needed 
in the construction of railway bridges. 
equipment, machinery of all kinds, girders 
and beams for buildings is becoming a mat- 
ter of serious importance to the develop- 
ment of enterprise in every direction. 

The result of business revival in all parts 
of the country has been a great boom in 
the building industry, @s well as the open- 
ing of new manufacturiag plants and an 
increase in the capacity of those already 
in operation. To meet these enormous re- 
quirements the iron milis and furnaces 
which were idle for the years when over- 


production had brought the iron trade to a 
proftitiess state of stagnation were opened 
again, and are now being operated at their 
full capacity. 

They are powerless, however, # turn out 
a suffic.ent supply. For the first time in 
‘ears we have to turn to Hngiand and 

‘ales for relief. It is Dut meager, how- 
ever. 

The scarcity is almost as great there as it 
ig in thie country The mils there are only 
taking contracts for delivery late in the 
winter, whi.e the American mills cannot 
consider any contracis that will eall for 
deiivery before the epring of 1900. 

It is not the demands from the United 
States alone, however, which have so em- 
barrassed the iron trade of our own coun- 
try. The foreign inquiry for our manu- 
facturers of iron and steel has grown to 
enormous proportions eince the beginning 
of the Spanish war. 

“The victory of Dewey's fleet at Manila 
was worth many hundreds of mililons to 
our steel industry,” said a prominent iron 
man at a luncheon in a Wali Street club 
the other day. It made our steel and iron 
products notable throughout the world.”

“Carrying coals to Newcastle’ is an old 
saw that has lost its meaning in the light 
of America’s developing trade, for we not 
only send coah and tons of it, to New- 
castle every year, but we actually send 
knives and cutlery to Sheffie'd, where they 
are sold cheaper and are consfdered as good 
as the product of her own famous mills. 

An equally striking illustration of the

Even a Third Murder in Pettis County 
Is Charged Against the Man Now 
Held for Investigation 
in Ardmore, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ARDMORE, I. T., Aug. %.—Owlng to the 
failure of the Missouri officers to fortify 
thomselves. with records, the effort to ex- 
tradite William Freeman, accused of the 
murder of James Westbrook in Butler, Mo., 
in 1869, has so far failed. The Missouri of- 
flcers have gone back to Bales County to 


secure the evidence needed. Freeman re- 
mains in jail pending their return. 

It is declared by the Missour! officera that 
if they fail to secure extradition of Free- 
man for trial for the murder of Westbrook 
Luey will have him taken to Henry County. 
Mo., and tried for the murder of John Ed- 
monson, who was killed by a man named 
Spotwood, which the alleged Freeman in- 
sists is and has always been his name. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CLINTON, Mo., Aug. 26.—There will be 
no difficulty in identifying Thomas Spot- 
wood, alias Freeman, now under arrest at 
Ardmore, I. T., if he is the man wanted by 
Henry County. A score of persons say they 


could not be deceived by any kind of dis- 
guise. 

Thomas Spotwood lived near Calhoun in 
this county until about Sept. 26, 1869. Many 
old citizens remember him well. During the 
time of his residence here, however, he 
killed a man in Sedalia. The reason the 
case aga‘nst him'‘in Pitts County was dis- 
missed was that a man named Wiley, the 
only witness to the Sedalia tragedy, could 
not be produced in court, when, on a 
change of venue from Sedalia, the case 
was called in Marshall, 

This Spotwood would tow be about ®# 
rears Old. He was about 5 feet 8 inches 
high, stockily bu‘lt, and when he left here 
would have weighed about 175 or 180 pounds. 
He was of a very florid complexion, ight 
hair, and his left eye was very noticeably

ig trouble with James Edmondson, who 
was assassinated here the night of Sept. 2, 
1869, began in 1857, when Edmondson was 
a lad of 12 and Spotwood a young man of 
about 18. During that summer Edmondson. 
in company with some other boys, was in 
swimming in Tebo, having left his clothing 
on the bank of the creek. Spotwood's doz 
happened along and lay down on Edmond- 
son's clothes. Edmondson threw rocks at 
the dog to drive him away. Spotwood 
came outof the water, took aswitch and 
gave him an unmerc(ful beating on the bare 
back. To resent this and get revenge Ed- 
mondson’s father had three or four fights 
with Spotwood. Time never healed the re- 
sentment. 

After the Sedalia and the subsequent jail 
breaking, Spotwood was harbored in the vi- 
cinity of Caihoun, but after the assassina- 
tion of young Edmondson he has never 
been known to be in that locality. He went 
to Texas and the relatives of Badmondson 
have kept pretty close watch on him all 
the time, in the hope that some how the 
old adage that “‘murder will out’’ would 
prove true in this case. 

There seems to have been little In the 
report that “a woman was in the case.’’ 
Spotwood was not in the same society with 
Edmondson, and the young woman to whom 
Edmondson was supposed to have been en- 
gaged is still ving and has always been 
among the most highly: respected women 
cf this city. 

One peculiar feature of the Edmondson 
killing is that no inquest or official] investi- 
gation was ever made, though many sus- 
picious fingers pointed to the same persons.

The 
cat gave no more serenades for a week, 
but Mr. Broch was again destined to be 
awakened from hia peaceful slumbers by 
the doleful plaint of the unwelcome musi- 
clan. Mr. Broch this time went out with 
a shotgun loaded with buckshot. The cat 
ran from him and_stationed himself on the 
partition fence. The man took deliberate 
am and fired.

EX-CONVICT. 


CHARGED WITH PLOTTING TO 
KILL HIS DUPE. 


Remarkable Operations cf Augustus 
Howard, Alias Charles Doyie, 
That Is Bothering San Fran- 
cisco Police. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 3.—A man whom 
the San Francisco police accuse of plotiing 
murder, who they deciare is a fugitive from 
Australia, and one of the shrewdest conti- 
dence mer in the world, has been permitted 
to elude the officers and is supposed to 
have fled to Canada, or possibly may 
on the way te Japan. His name is Augus- 
tus Howard, alias Charles Doyle. Thée man 
whom Howard ‘is accused of plotting to kil 
is Willard R. Green, whom he is said to 
have duped out of $150,000. Green is a weil- 
known financier. He built the Lake Street 
Elevated road in Chicago in the years 1593- 
94. He sold 17 St. Louis breweries in Lon- 
don for $15,000,000 and two Denver breweries 
for $3,000 000. He — and floated in 
London the Arizona Copper Co. for $4,000,- 
00 and organized and constructed the Ar-- 
zona & New Mexico Railroad at a cost of 


$1,500,000. He organized and floated the 
Prairie Cattle Co. of Scotland with a capital 
stock of $4,500,000; the Wesiern: Cattie Co. 
of London with $6(9 000 capital stock, and 
the Muscatine Ca.t.e Co. of Boston with 
$400,000 capitgi. He has negotiated in Scot- 
iand and elsewhere loans upon real prop- 
erty in the United States amounting to $7,- 
099,400,

Howard's record wae unknown here at 
the time he made Green's acquaintance. 
Howard, who posed as iate of Her Britan- 
nic Majesty's Royal Navy, became a peér- 
sonage in San Frencisco a year ago iast 
spring. He was a well-groomed, well-built 
man, reserved in manner of gentieman y 
address, and was apparent.y possessed of 
uniimited god. He put up at the best ho- 
tels, lived at the rate of from $2000 to $30 
a monih and seemed to have no greater 
care than to separate himself from the 
wealth that burdened him. Strange and 
wondrous tales were told of the dashing 
Captain and his family connections, 

It was said of him that he had won 
praise, medals and c:osses innumerable by 
his gallant service in the British navy, anid 
that his family was one of the’ Wealthiest 
and most powerful In the Indian Empire. 
An uncle of Howard was said to ee 
ions of gold and jewels tound by him in 
the stronghold of a rebellious Rajah and 
confisceatei for the mutual good of the 
Rainh and the urcle. Wherever the Cap- 
tain needed a few thousand pounds sterling, 
he simply toucned a telegraphic button; the 
gocd Indlan unele did the rest. Howard 
was also identified as the Capt. Howard 
who hal imade a fortune at Brisbane, Aus- 
trulia, on a contract to float a stranded 
gunboat, whica had been thrown high on 
the beach by a tidal wave. Howard had 
spent not more than a thousand dollars 
digging trenches from the vessel to the sea, 
when alone cume another tidal wave and 
floated the fhip into -leep water. “hat 
story was told as merely one instance of his 
rematkabile good luck. 

These tales were taken with. large grains 
of salt, but as Howard always had money, 
and spent. it readily, none of his associates 
cared particularly who he was. 


Green came to San Francisco about a 
year and a half ago looking for business 
enterprises. He met Howard at an office, 
and oward caught his attention with 
new process for manufacturing gas. He 
was impressed with the invention and with 
Howard, who said he was a captain in the 
English Navy, and who talked inte'ligent- 
ly of machinery and inventions. Howard 
made experiments for him in making gas, 
as he represented, from sha'te. borax and 
lime. hen came an invitation to How- 
ards house. JThere Howard received Green 
in what purported to be the uniform of a 
Captain In the British Navy. On his breast 
were medais which Howard said had been 
given him for meritorious services and 
heroic conduct.’ He showed a scar on his 


in command of a ship at the bombardment 
of Alexandria, All of which Green believed 
and when you believe in a man it is not 
hard for him to decelve you.

I gave him $13,000, which he was to 
use in the acquisition of the shale .and. 

In January, 1898, Howard cabled that he 
had purchased the lands for 30,000 pounds 
ster.ing, his sister having advanéed the 
money.

Wheelmen and particularly L. A. W. 
members, have been so busy discussing the 
question of racing control of late that more 
important matters have been neglected. 

Racing has hitherto been regarded as the 
advertising department of the league, but 
it is a question in my @.nd i it has not ad- 


vertised it too much anu in a way that does 
us little good. 

We musi have racing. True, it is merely a 
sport and of the lighter side of life, but we 
need recreation, so that our heavier cares 
may bear more lightly upon us, for all work 
and no play would make us duil, indeed 
But all play and no work would result in 
a sad siste of affairs. In former years race 
meets weie reiied upon to awaken pubiic 
interest in cycling and they aid their work 
well. Deulers always reported increased 
Sales after some well advertised meet and 
thus the army of wheelmen was increased. 
Naturaliy the L. A. W. profited by the in- 
crease, for it got a good percentage of the 
new riders into its ranks. Cycle parades, 
cycle shows and tours were also used to 
Stimulate interest in the pastime and all 
of them had good effect. When the public 
realized the vaiue of the bicycle converts 
came in droves and for awhile evg@yoody 
who could afford it had a wheel. Tnhen the 
work of the meets, tolrs and shows was 
practically done, and their usefulness to the . 
league was done, though races were stil) 
Valuable as a means of giving pleasw’e. 

Having served their pur ose these de- 
partments have gradually declined in ‘tm- 
portance. Tours are a thing of the past. 
and the work of the touring committees 
is just about nothing. Cycle shows are 
no longer held, and I doubt if one were 
held whether anybody would pay a cent 
to get in it. Racing still excites interest. 
and always will, but not to the extent that 
it has in the past. Some organization must 
have the sporting department in charge or 
it wouid snk below that of fake foot foot- 
racers, and it must be kept up to the high 
standard as it has always been by the 
League of American Whee.men. The L. A. 
W. took hold of this sport in its infancy, 
and built it up until it attained a reputa- 
tion for fairness and freedom from crook- 
edness far beyond any otner athletic past- 
time that has ever existed. But the 
league has done its duty. and hus other 
and weightier duties to perform, and as 
long as another body of men, men who care 
only for sport, want to control !t, we should 
let it go and turn our attention to the oth- 
er departments. 

Good roads, wheelmen’s rights, unjust 
baggage charges and license taxes are sub- 
— for work that wouid be of more real 

enefit than the holding of race meets.

The league was primarily organized for 
the purpose of obtaining recognition as a 
vehicie by the courts and protecting the 
rights of riders on the road. It was a 
hard battle, but was won and the ques- 
tion settled for al time. Vicious ‘egislation 
was fought and defeated and finally the 
status of the bicycle was so firmiy estab- 
lished that no one would question the right 
to ride a wheel over any road in the coun- 
try. This was accomplished by the L. A. 
W. long before many of the riders of the 
present day knew what a biocycie really 
was. Discriminations against the bicycle 
by the railroads were fought and in many 
of the States laws have been passed at 
the instance of the league compehing the 
roads to carry bicycles as other baggage. 
Road books have been issued by the vari- 
ous divisions giving complete information 
of the roads and routes of travel, with 
other valuable data. 

Ai. of these things have proved profitable 
to wheelmen at large, whether they were 
interested in racing or not, and their ef- 
fects will be lasting. It is to these first 
principles that the league should return and 
release all claim to the contro] of a sport 
which is now ‘argely conducted Dy men 
who desire to make money. 


Let us look at the condition of things 
right at our own door since the racing 
war began. A little over a year ago We 
had 1600 members of the Missouri division 
and all departments were at work. Street 
sprinkling and good streets agitation, were 
receiving attention and some efforts were 
being made to equalize the bicycle license 
iaw. To-day we have 512 members and 
there is scarcely a thing being done. Chief 
Consul] Billingsley finds it exceedingly dif- 
ficult to get enough members of the Board 
of Officers together to hold a meeting.

In this condition 
of affairs it is natural that speculators 
should have turned this week to middle 
and low grade issues, which have prospects 
of early entering upon the dividend list or

R. CHARLES ROMYN DAKE 

of Belleville, Ill., had wished all 

his life that he might write a 

book. His inclinations were all toward 

literature. It was a source of constant 

regret to him that circumstances pre- 

vented the realization of his early ambl- 
tion to have a literary career. 

He was almost 50 years of age when 
the opportunity finally came to write a 
book. Always an ardent admirer of Ed- 
gar Allen Poe, and much given to the 
same habits of thought, he wrote a se- 
quel to Poe's “Narrative of A. Gordon 


talk to his wife and two beautiful 
daughters about his book. The realiza- 
tion had come t@ him that before he 
could hope to see the book he would 
starve to death because of his inability 
to take sufficient nourishment. 

On Sunday, April 23, his anguish 
reached its climax. He was starving, 
but he dared not eat or drink because 
of the pain which would follow. He spent 
the greater part of the day in his study. 

In the hope that he would be able to 
eat something his wife and daughters 
prepared the daintiest and most tempt- 
ing dishes for the evening meal. When 
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Pym,” and called it “A Strange Discoyv- 
ery.”’ 

Before he had the satisfaction of see- 
ing his book published he killed himself 
in an agony of mind which even the ge- 
nius of Poe could not adequately depict. 
Afflicted with an incurable disease which 
prevented him from taking without ex- 
freme suffering enough food to sustain 
life, he was confronted by the certainty 
of a lingering death by starvation. 

Alinost maddened by his physical suf- 
fering he ended his life. 

His book was published last week and 
revives the tragic story of the author's 
life. 

Dr. Dake came to Belleville from the 
East when a young man and began the 
practice of medicine. He had the tem- 
perament of a scholar and would rather 
have made literature his profession. 

Two years ago his health failed and, 
turning aside as much as he could from 
the practice of his profession he gave 
rein to his fancy. He had often specu- 
lated over Poe's unfinished tale of the 
Antarctic region, and while traveling 
with his daughter for his health he de- 
cided to write a sequel, taking up the 
narrative where Poe had left off. 

On his return he set feverishly to 
work. His knowledge as a physician led 
him to fear that unless he made haste 
he might not live to complete his work. 
In two months the book was finished. 
His health was gradually getting worse. 
He went to New York and arranged with 
H. Ingalls Kimball to publish the book. 

Before the proofs came the Doctor had 
been made aware that his pain came 
from an internal abscess which neither 
medicine nor surgery could cure. This 
abscess Was s0 situated that the slight- 
est nourishment taken into his stomach 
caused him the most excrutiating pain. 

While suffering he revised the proofs 
and sent them on to the publisher, with 
an injunction to hurry up and get the 
book out. He knew that his days were 
numbered. He wanted to live to see his 
book. After it was published he would 
be willing to go. 

But the publisher was slow. He had 
other books to get out. He did not know 
what the publication of the book meant 
to Dr. Dake. He probably thought, if he 
thought about it at all, that the Doctor's 
anxiet» Was merely that common to au- 
thors. He did not know that it was the 
anxie'y of a dying man. 


LOOKING UPON DEATH, 


The weeks passed and the book was 
not published. Dr. Dake's sufferings be- 
Came more intense each day. As soon as 
the book came from the press, he told 
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it was prepared they called him from 
the study. 

He oniy went to the door of the dinina 
room. “Do not wait for me,” he said, “I 
do not want anything.” 

“Please try to eat something,” they 
Said, ‘‘see what a nice supper we have 
prepared for you.” 

Dr. Dake walked near the table and 
looked at the tempting dishes. “They are 
very rice,’ he said, “but I cannot eat” 
They heard him groan as he went back 
to his study. 

After supper Mrs. Dake and the young 
ladies made preparations to go to church. 
They were at the door when the Doctor 
came slowly out of the study and ap- 
proached them. Without a word he 
kissed them good night and went back to 
the etudy. 

His youngest daughter, acting on an 
impulse, went back to again say good 
night. Just as she reached the stuiv 
door there was a sharp report from 
within. 

The girl and the others who came run- 
ning found Dr. Dake lying dead on the 
floor. A revolver was clasped in his right 
hand and his blood was staining the 
bosom of his shirt. 

It 's only within the past week that 
the book has come from the publisher. 
On account of the circumstances under 
Which It was written and the circuln- 
stances of Dr. Dake's death, unusual 1n- 
terest is felt in it over Southern Dlinots, 
where Dr. Dake was well known. Bein 
a sequel to Poe's popular tale gives it a 
wider range of interest. 


THE TALE BY POE. 


Poe's tale, it will be recalled, was the 
adventures of A. Gordon Pym, son of a 
Sea captain, and Dirk Peters, a queer 
four-foot-elght Nantucket sailor of prvu- 
digious strength. They ran away togeth- 
er, Peters secreted on Pym’s father's 
ship. There was a mutiny, a counter 
mutiny and finally the brig was wrecked. 
The survivors were picked up by a trad- 
ing vessel on its way to discover nev 
lands ir the Antarctic region. A landing 
was made on an Island and all except 
Pym and Peters were massacred by the 
natives The two escaped in a small 
boat, The small boat was carried on an 
ocean current to the South. They saw 
in the South a white curtain 
Which reached from the sky to the water 
The Water. of the ocean current became 
hot. An ash-like material fell around 
and over them. Gigantic white birds 
flew from behind the white curtain, 
screaming “Tekell-li, tekell-li.” 

The iast words of the last of Pym's 
entries in his journal and the words 
which end Poe’s story are as follows: 

“Aad now. we rushed into the embraces 
whee a chasm avg Ong 
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self open to receive us. But there arose 
in our pathway a shrouded human fig - 
ure, very far larger in its proportions 
than any dweller among men. And the 
hue cf the skin of the figure was of the 
perfect whiteness of snow.” 


DR. DAKE'S ROMAN CE. 


In Dr. Dake’s book Dirk Peters is 
founl 4% years later, living alone in a 
little log hut in Southern Illinois, an! 
he tells what befell himself and Gordon 
Pym after Mr. Poe left them rushing in- 
to the embraces of the cataract.

Very few “hoboes” have 
passed through Highmore this season. This is.regarded as probably due to the 
the fact that the demand for farmhands in that section is greater than the supply. 
“The average hobo,” remarks the Highmore Bulietin,”” has no use for a country 
where work is plenty.’’

At Madison it is said the “hoboes’’ who are drdpping into town in droves are 


not begging for rations from house to house, as s been the custom in other 
years. They all seem to have a iittle money, and, in addition, work is so plentiful 
that there is no occasion for them to lie idle. Nearly all of them go north from 
Madison, preferring to travel on rather than work for $4 or $45 per month, Many 
of the incomers are a hard lot, and not desirable farmhands. It is estimated that 
2000 of them have passed through Madizon this season. 

In the vicinity of Bowdle farmers found it difficult to get the necessary help to 
take care of the crops. The wages pa.d are the highest that have beem offered for 
several years. At Pierre the city authorities are unable to secure men to assist 
{fn putting in new water mains, or to cut the weeds along the sidewalks. About 
3) or 40 gf the “army of the unemp-oyed’’ could drop into good and lasting situations 
in Pierre if they would put in an appearance there. 

The Watertown Kampeskian says of conditions there and in that vicinity: “The 
traveling gentry who are taking their annual summer excursion through this State, 
traveling in box cars, are demanding $2.50 per day for ther services. When $1.0 
is offered they want $2, and when $2 per day is suggested they at once raise to 
$2.50. If you tried to hire them at $2.0 they wouldn't turn over their hand for 
less than $3.

VV ene HORLOCKER, the girl who ts 


charged at Hastings, Neb., with send- 

ing a box of polsoned candy to the 
wife of her employer, is an inmate of UOak- 
lawn Sanitarium, a private insane asylum 
at Jacksonville, Ill. 

In the institution she Is known as Viola 
Allen, and none of the other inmates know 
her identity. She is treated as a member 
of the family of the superintendent, Dr. 
Annette Cromwell, 

Miss Horiocker was placed in the sanito- 
rium by her mother on the advice of her 
attorney, Judge Ragan. The object of her 
incarceration is to establish a defense 
Against athe charge of attempted murder, 
and to prepare her, by the seclusion and 
quiet of the place and the treatment of a 
physician, for the ordeal through which 
she must go on Sept. 24, when her prelimi- 
nary hearing will be resumed at Hastings. 

During her stay at the sanitorium, which 
has been since June Ist, Miss Horlocker 
has been under the constant care and 
treatment of Dr. Frank P. Norbury, who 
will be remembered by St. Louisans as a 
former lecturer at the College of Physi- 
cians and Surgeons, but chiefly because of 
his connection with the famous Duestrow 
case, in which he was an expert witness for 
the State. 

Miss Horlocker’s presence at the private 
insane asylum at Jacksonville was not 
known to the people of that town or else- 
where until it was discovered by the Post- 
Dispatch. 4 

Her case is remarkable and attracted 
wide attention at the time of the attempt 
at poisoning, April 10 last. The Botkin 
case was then fresh in the public mind, and 
the similar attempt at murder charged 
against Miss Horlocker excited the liveliest 
interest in all parts of the country. 

The many sensationa! cevelopments of tne 
case, the escape of the girl and her conceal- 
ment by r mother, her surrender, the ex- 
citing scene made by the girl at her pre- 
liminary hearing, which was postponed on 
account of her condition, her second disap- 
pearance with her mother, and now the dis- 
covery of her incarceration in a private in- 
Sane asyium at Jacksonville, Ill., have made 
the case a notable one in the annals of pe- 
cullar crimes. 

: Oaklawn Sanitarium its situated about two 
miles from Jacksonville. It wa large, hand- 
some bullding, standing in the center of a 
large grove. The forest trees and ever- 
green shrubbery screen the building from 
the view of those who pass the place on the 
country road. From the road one sees noth- 
ing of the building. A high paling fence 
Surrounds the grove. A big gate gives in- 
gress and the building is reached by a long 
winding roadway which is completely 
shaded by the overhanging boughs of the 
oaks and pines that line its devious way 


fice and library, the representative of the 
Post-Dispatch was received by the lady 
who conducts the Institution, Dr. Annette 
Cromwell, whose somber garments betok- 
ened her grief over the death of her hus- 
band, who was killed ina runaway accident 
a month ago. Dr. Cromwell is still a young 
woman, tall, dark-haired and pleasant ia 
manner, 

She consented to speak of Miss Horlocker 
when asured that the Sunday Poste 
pessession of the facts of 
her ine ‘ration and that her presence ia 
the Institution was Known in Hestings. 

“Under ordinary circumstances,"’ said Dr, 
Cromwell, ‘“‘we do not make public anything 
pertaining to our patients, but since if 
seems well known to the Sunday Post-Dis- 
patch and to personsin Hastings, that Miss 
Horiocker is here, I do not have any hesi- 
tation in speaking of her. She has been with 
us since June 1, having been sent here by 
her mother, on the advice of her attorney, 
Judge Ragan. The Jucge has been here seve 
eral times to see her. 

“When the poor girl came here she ws 
in a very bad condition physically. Her 
nervous system seemed to be in a state cf 
collapse. She was subject to violent fits of 
hysteria. I tok her into my family and 
made her my friend. She was not treated 
aS a patient, but rather as a guest. Imme- 
diately after she came she wes placed un- 
der the care of Dr. Frank P. Norbury, who 
has had much expertence in the treatment 
of nervous disorders. Under his treatment 
and the care I have given her she has im- 
proved a great deal. The manifestations of 
hysteria have almost entireiy disappeared. 
I am much attached to her. 


“During her stay here she has shown her- 
se:f to be a sweet, modest girl. I believe 
‘cesta unfortunate and I Intend to stand by 
her itrough thick and thin. 1] will go with 
her to Hastings and will be present at her 
preliminary hearing, which will be resumed 
on Sept. 3. I will probably be a witness in 
her behaif, but I cannot speak of the char- 
acter of my testimony.”’ 

“What is meant by the statement that 
Miss Horlocker's defense will be that if sho 
sent the poisoned candy to Mrs. Morey she 
did it in obedience to a hypnotic sugges- 
tion?’ was asked. 


“I understand that Judge Ragan is work- 
ing upon that line of defense, but I know 
nothing about the details. Miss Horlocker 
has told me that for a period covering sev- 
eral days at the time the candy was sent 
tu Mrs. Morey, she was entirely unconscious 
of where she was or what she was doing. 
She says she has no remembrance of what 
happened during that time. She does not 
deny that she sent the candy, but claims 
that if she did send it, she did it at the sug- 
gestion of a stronger will than her own. She 
has never told me whether she suspected 
any particular person of having hypnotized

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an expert, who at the trial will be the one 
best qualified from his long association with 
her to give an opinion?’ 

“Judge Ragan has not-confided to me his 
plans for the defense, so“I cannot speak of- 
ficially in reply to your question. It scems 
to me, however, that there could be no other 
object in placing the girl in an institution 
of this kind than to assist In establishing 


insanity as a defense. However, Y would 
prefer not to discuss that matter.’’ 

Dr. Norbury declined to discuss the case 
at all. He admitted that Miss Horlocker was 
under his care, but would not enter into any 
discussion of her trouble or the reasons why 
she had been sent to Oak Lawn Sanitarium,

any facts in connection with this pa- 
tient or any other. Miss Horlocker is unaer 
my care and treatment, and that is all I can 
say.” 

At Hastings it was the general opinion, 
until it became known that Miss Horiocker 
was at the Jacksonville asylum, that she 
had been spirited way, and would not re- 
turn for the continuation of her trial. In 
the latter part of May Miss Horlocker and 
her mother left Hastings, and it was given 
out that they had gone to New York. Their 
departure gave rise to the conviction that 
she would never return. There is much sur- 
prise, therefore, at the news of her incarcer- 
ation in the asylum at Jacksonville and 
statement that she will be on hand on Sept. 
2 to answer to the charge of attempred 
murder, The belief is prevalent among the 
few who know her present whereabouts, 
that Judge Ragan’s intention is to have the 
girl adjudged insane before the date of the 
resumption of the trial, and thus put a 
stop to the criminal proceedings.

The crime charged against Miss Horlocker 
is a terrible one. It is almost beyond com- 
prehension that a girl in her right mind 
could conceive and carry out so flendish a 
design against human life. 

Miss Horlocker was a good looking girl of 
39 years, who was employed as a stenog- 
rapher in the law office of Tibbetts & Morey, 
Nearly all her life had been spent In Has- 
tings, and during her early girlhood she was 
popular with the young people of the town. 
She had several sisters, but for some time 
they had been away from home and she was 
the only one of the daughters remaining at 
home. * 

Persons who knew her well now tell of 
spasms of passion that swept over her at 
times. During these spells, she was com- 
pletely carried away, but had the peculiar

i expect to market nearly a half mil- 
lion dollars’ worth of fish from that 
stream this year. About $300,000 worth was 
marketed last year, and this season, judg- 
ing by reports from different points along 
the river, will break all previous records, 
Few people, even in Illinois, realize that 
the Illinois River is the best fish producing 
stream in the United States. More than 
3000 men are employed in the fish industry 
of this river, and the business expands 
and extends each year. It is only a ques- 
tion of time when the Illinols River will

panies. The fishing business is a snap and 
a free-for-all race that any one with a 
seine and a one-man boat may enter. There 
are no taxes to pay, no capital needed to 
buy stock, no insurance to pay, no rents to 
worry about—not even a place of business 
needed. Uncle Sam furnishes the material 
and all you have to do Is to collect it to- 
gether and sell it. No other business offers 
such opportunities. The big companies use 
seines varying in length from 500 to 1500 
yards. In Lake Peoria there are said to 
be nine seines each 1000 yards long and 
last year in one haul 6,000 pounds of Ger- 
man carp were taken, valued at nearly 
$2000. This is not an unusual haul. Near 
Beardstown 150,000 pounds were taken at a 
single haul. 
This is the dull season for the fishermen, 
that is, commercially speaking. The fish 
for foreign markets are being caught and 
put in Live pens to await the coming of 
the winter season, when prices are better.

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_ LIGHTNING, ITS 
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ROM 1890 to 1897, inclusive, prop- 
erty to the value of $17,672,772 was 
destroyed by lightning in the 
United States and 2129 people were killed. 
The one great force of nature which 
man so far has been unable to har- 
ness is the @€@lectricity of the atmos- 
phere. Not only has he not been able 
40 harness it, but he knows little more 
about it now than he did when Frank- 
lin flew h's kite. Lightning and the 
aurora borealis are still mysteries con- 
cerning which the scientists have oniy 
nibbled the edge of knowledge. 

The electricity which man has har- 
messed to run his cars, carry his mes- 
sages, light his buildings and run his 
machines is his own home-made elec- 
tricity, produced chemically or mechan- 
feally. The electricity of the atmos- 
phere remains beyond his control, an 
enemy instead of a servant. 

Alexander McAdie says that the 
chances of being killed by lightning are 
one in a hundred thousand, which 
- Bounds like pretty safe odds. Still the 
annual destruction of life and propérty 
by lightning is so great that sensible 
people, instead of emulating the famous 
bluff’ of Ajax, are inclined rather 
to agree with Voltaire, that “There are 
some great lords whom it does not do 
to approach tvo closely, and lightning ‘s 
one of these.”” Prof. Trowbridge of Har- 
Yard seems to be possessed of the same 
respect for “Jove's thunderbolts.”” He 
‘ends an article in the Century on 
“Powerful Electrical Discharges’ by 
Saying, ‘““The study of powerful electrical 
@ischarges will undoubtedly increase our 
knowledge of the character of lightning 
@ischarges, and add to our knowledge of 
Meteorology. I confess that my respect 
for their manifest energy constantly in- 
creases. It is fortunate that we rarely, 
if ever, are visited by their full power.” 
More might be learned about lightning 
Wf the Weather Bureau could induce 
persona to send in to it reports of light- 
Ming strokes which they see. As it is, 
the returns are incomplete. It is hard 
to get data as to loss of life and still 
harder to get it regarding loss of prop- 
‘erty. It would seem as if it would be 
@®asy to get complete returns of the de- 
struction of insured property destroyed 
by lightning, but many insurance com- 
panies are satisfied to include such loss 
under the heading, ‘‘Loss by fire.”’ 

To get fuller returns, the Weather 
Bureau has prepared printed forms, 
Which are sent out with the request that 
people seeing lightning strokes fill them 
Up and return them to the director of 
the Climate and Crop Service of the 
Bureau. There is a popular bel'ef that 
the danger from lightning stroke is in- 
creasing, but on account of the frag- 
mentary data now avaliable for the 
,United States, Alfred J. Henry, in a

INVESTIGATIONS IN GERMANY. 

He says, however, “The most com- 
prehensive statistics for the study of 
secular variation in damaging lightning 
Strokes that we know of are those of 
the German Hmpire. Dr. William von 
Bezold, as early as 1869, in a study of 
the statistics collected by insurance as- 
sociations of Bavaria, expressed the 
opinion that in that kingdom to the right 
of the Rhine there was a steady in- 
crease in danger from damaging light- 
ning stroke, He again took up the sub- 
ject in 1874 and in 1884, finding in both 
cases a continuation of the increase first 
noted in 1868. Dr. G,. Hellmann, dls- 
cussing the same subject in 1886, with 
particular reference to Schleswig-Hol- 
stein, Baden, and Hesse, showed that 
the increase already noted for other 
parts of Germany did not obtain in all 
parts of these provinces, there being 
localities where the danger was appar- 
ently decreasing. 

“The subject, as viewed from an in- 
surance standpoint, was investigated in 
1889, 1892 and 1898 by Mr. Kassner, d‘rect- 
or Fire Insurance Associations of Middle 
Germany. From Mr. Kassner's-compila- 
tions we learn that from 1876 to 1883, in 
1,000,000 insured buildings in the German 
empire, 164.2 were struck by lI'ghtning; 
from 1884 to 1891 the number rose to 
258.4. For Middle Germany alone the 
increase Was greater, but the period 
covered by the statistics was different. 
IF'rom 1864 to 1876 the average number of 
bulldings struck and damaged by light- 
ning was 110.8; for the period of 1877 to 
1889 the number was 223.1. Mr. Kass- 
ner’s most recent work, from which the 
following is taken, refers exclusively 
to the Province of Saxony and the 
Duchy of Anhalt: ‘In the flat country 
there were 84 cases of damaging light- 
ning stroke for the five years 1887 to 1891, 


as against 1088 in the five years 1893 to 
1897, an increase of 35.3 per cent. On 
buildings in cities the increase for the 


corresponding period was only 27.3 per 
cent.’ 

“The total number of insured build- 
ings in the open coumry and city, re- 
spectively, struck by lightning in the 11 
years 1887 to 1897 was 2091 and 524, thus 
showing the danger from lightning in 
the country to be nearly four times as 
great as in the city.”’ 

From this tt would appear that Jn Ger- 
many at least danger from lightning is 
increasing. Mr. McAdie, speak‘ng pre- 
sumably of the United States only, puts 
the danger of being killed by lightning 
as five times greater in the country than 
in the city, instead of four times, like 
the Germanauthority. Danger from death 
by lightning is greater in the United 
States than in any country of -which 
Statistics are available. In this country

it is estimated that five persons in every 
million are killed annually on the aver- 
age. In England and Wales the average 
is less than one person in a million. 
In Germany it is about four in a mil- 
lion, in France three ‘n each million, and 
in Belgium a little over two in a million. 
The average for Sweden is about three 
in a million. In France and in Belgium, 
as in German, the danger from light- 
ning, seems to be increasing. 


One theory of the reason why the 
danger of lightning is less in the c'‘ty 
than in the country is that the great ex- 
panse of tin roofs with good ground 
connections dissipates the power of a 
stroke, and the numerous towers, spires 
and pinnacles on the buildings serve as 
conductors to draw off the lightning 
harmlessly from a charged cloud, as 
water would be drawn off quietly from 
multitudinous punctures in the wall of 
a reservoir. 


Lightning once struck the dome of the 
Capitol at Washington, but the immense 
mass of metal so dissipated the force 
of the blow that no damage was done. 

Some kinds of trees are especially H- 
able to Hehtning. The beech is a!most 
immune. In some parts of the country 
where lightning ts especially frequent, 
the planting of beech trees around farm 
houses and out buildings has been rec- 
ommended as a protection. Next to the 
beech the pine has the least attraction 
for lightning: Of al) trees the thunder- 
bolt seems to prefer the oak, and next 
to that the fir tree. Of the prediliction 
of lightning for certain localit!es—pre- 
dilections which it Is Impossible to ex- 
plain—a bulletin of the Weather Bureau 
Says: 

“We have noticed, and our observation 
has been confirmed by the experience of 
others, that In some localities Nghtning 
seems to exercise a decided preference 
for small, apparently tsolated areas, 
which thus acquire a local reputation as 
being dangerous resorts in time of 
thunderstorm. Such local danger spots 
do not possess, so far as our observi‘-

When the electricity of the air mani- 
fests is-If'na violent manner the home- 
made electricity of man acts as if it 
were scared at the energy of its more 
powerful brother and kicks and plunges 
in its harness like a frightened horse. 
There seems to be some connection be- 
tween atmospheric eelectricity and ‘‘sun 
spots,”” those great flery cyclones that 
rage across. the surface of the sun now 
and then. In 1882, simultaneously with 
a great solar tempest, there tOok place 
over a large part of the northern hemi- 
sphere great electrical disturbances and 
wonderful displays of aurora. Home- 
made electricity seemed to quit work al- 
together and refused to ¢onvey mes- 
sages over telegraph wires or cables. 
In one case the regular batteries were 
cut out and a message sent over a 
w re which wis cha’ ged by nature for tie 
time with atmospheric electricity. This 
same electricity lit incandescent lamps 
and played merry tunes on the telephone 
bells. It happened that year that there 
were twelve expedit'ons wintering in 
the Artic regions and they saw wond- 
ers and splendors of auroreal display 
never vouchsafed to man before or 
since. 

Some students of electrical phenomena 
are hopeful! that the tremendous force of 
atmospheric electricity will before long 
be harnessed. Alexander J. Wurts of 
the Westinghouse Co. gays in a recent 
article in the Century: “Before long it 
may be that atmospheric electricity, !n- 
stead of betng an enemy, will become 
a boon to mankind. Is not atmospheric 
e‘ectricity one of the great natural 
forces? Who can say that it may not 
some day obey man and do his service?’ 
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DR. HOLLAND FINDS A DIPLODOCUS

The 
Sheep Creek basin i# a portion of the State 
of Wyoming lying near the Dakotn line and 
on the eastern spur of the Rocky Moun- 
tains. It is far to the north of Medicine 
Bow range and has delivered many an tn- 
teresting specimen of the animals who once 
roamed the wilds before man came to earth. 

The discoverer of the diplodocus is Dr. J. 
L. Wortman, who is one of a party of half 
a dozen now engaged in unearthing the 
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treasure. Dr. Wortman and W. Reed, 
representing the Carnegie Museum, went 
out to Wyoming early in the summer under 
instructions to discover, if possible, just 
such things aa they have located. No mu- 
seum in the world has enough of the skele- 
ton of this animal to admit of reconstruc- 
tion. Dr. Holland is filled with the hope 
that the present find will enable himeelf 
and colaborers to complete-the structural 
outlines of the diplodocus, as well as the 
brontosaur found by Mr, Reed at the same 
mament when Dr, Wortman announced the 
discovery of his foss). 

It was sald that Wyoming ts one ‘vast 
graveyard.’ This may be true, but. the 
graves of the buried dead of the Jurassic 
period are covered over throughout vast 
regions by huge depos‘ta of the miocene 
fromations, and it is onty here and there 
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WYOMING. 
in smal! outcrops that the strata yielding 
the huge vertebraes of the Jura present 
themselves to view, Any man who 
imatines that it is easy to find fossils of 
value 'n Wyoming, and that anyone can 
pick them up at random from the surface 
of the soil, is woefully ignorant of the 
facts.

éé IGHTNING is the m@st interesting 
: of all electric phenomena, Like 
all subjects in etectricity it in- 
variably presents to the student some novel 
feature, which, when solved and explained, 
blazes the pathway to mysteries more ab- 
sorbing and intersting still, 

“In itself it is simple enough, It is not to 
us as it was with our fortfathers, an ex- 
emplification of divine wrath, It no longer 
causes our hearts to flutter with supersti- 
tious dread. We know what it is, just as 
we know that hydrogen and oxygen are 
the component parts of water and under 
what condition and in what proportion 
they liquefy. 

“Lightning is the result of the contact of 
positive and negative electrical forces in 
the earth and air. These forces are gen- 
erated by friction in the atmosphere and 
are omnipresent. When they overchargé 
the earth and air there Is an overflow and 
a contact, and then the phenomenon of 
lightning blazes forth. To the meteorolo- 
gist there is no mystification in lightning. 
Whatever mystery may be connected with 
it lies in the forces that produce it, and 
whole books have been written about them, 
some of them being very unsatisfactory, 

“All lightning comes from the same ele- 
mental combination, and a claasification ac- 
eording to composition and eondition is ‘m- 
possible. But scientists have adopted a 
classification that is based upon the force 
and character of the bolt. It is the only 
method of systematizing the etudy of light- 
ning and it works well. There are just 
three kinds of lightning under this classi- 
fication. They are: (1) The multiple flash. 
(2) The destructive flash, and (8) the impul- 
sive rush. 

“The multiple flash is so calied because it

spends ite force in hundreds of tiny prongs 
and covers a too extensive area to be very 
destructive. It rarely, if ever, causes any 
damage, 

“The destructive flash never has more 
than three prongs and concentrates its pow. 
er in one space. It is character:zed by a 
long, sig-sag flame and is the kind of light- 
ning that accompanies heavy thunder show- 
ers. It has a tremendous shocking force 
and wherever its forces unite, there is sure 
to be great damage unless the thing struck 
is a good electrical conductor. 

“The third class, the impulsive rush, is 
the most destructive of all. It is one long, 
straight line of white, blinding flame, en- 
tirely without prongs or eafety valves. Woe 
to the place where ita positive and nega- 
tive forces unite. There is no metallic 
point strong erough to attract it and no 
conductor that Is absolutely proof against 
its destroy'ng powers. Its forces may come 
together anywhere and the protective agzen- 
cles, which ran has invented, are power- 
less to influence the contact. 


“A bolt of lightning may strike anywhere 
and hence the exercise of intelligent precau.- 
tion against it is almost impossible. How- 
ever, the danger may be lessened in all 
cases by observing several genera] rules, 
The safest place to be in an electrical storm 
is always furthest from a high point. Mark 
you, I say point: A one-story house is just 
as liable to be struck by lightning as a 
three-story house if they are constructed 
after the same atyle of architecture, But if 
the three-story house has a dome or tower 
and the one-story house has not, then the 
former is the more dangerous, If the dome 
or tower were placed on the small house 
it would bein as great danger as the larger 
building. Lightning is attracted by points— 
real, sharp points—and there is great dan- 
ger where they are. Hence, it is very in-

judicious to stand by fire places or stoves 
which have pointed chimneys protruding 
into the air. They make good points of 
contact for lightning and the bolt always 
follow them to the ground, anninilating 
whatever resisting substances may be 
standing in its way. 

“It is also unwise to stand under trees 
or adjacent posts or pointed rocks.Churches 
and othe? buildings with lofty pinnectes 
are very dangerous places to be in during 
an electrical storm, They are good targets 
for contacts and it is upon structures of 
that character that lightning does ita great- 
est damage. If these precautions are fol- 
lowed, there is little else to do by way of 
protection. 


“There is not much sense In trying to 
insulate one’s self from lightning, That ts 
impossible and probably always will be. 
I'he popular theory that feather beds offer 
good protection against lightning ig non- 
sensica]. They are no shield whatever. It 
is also nonsense to say that small pleces of 


steel have power to attract lightning or to - 


determine its course, One may handle 
scissors, knife or any article made frém 
any kind of meta! with impunity during a 
thunderstorm. 

“Nine out of every ten persons suffer 
some alarm during an electrical disturb- 
ance, but their fear is unanswerable. The 
mortuary statistics show that the average 
number of persons killed by lightning in 
the United States in tho last three years 
has been 312. If these figures are reliable, 
the chance for being injured by lightning 
is as 1 to 200,000—a per cent so insignificent 
as hardly to be worthy of consideration. 
The old saying that Heaven has more thun- 
ders to alarm than thunderbolts to punish 
is true, and there are many thunderstorms 
thai do not emit a single bolt of sufficieng 
force to destroy human life.’’

Any ordinary observer willl sustain the 
contention that this is a year of bugs. 


Everybody ts willing to testify to the num- 
ber and also to admit that many strange 
shapes have been floating in the air or 
taking a grip on tender flesh. Why they 
should hurt as they do Is in great measure 
explained by the microscope. The hooks 
on the ends of the legs are extremely sharp, 
and the bugs, especially those of the beetle 
family, have enormous muscular power. 
Hence when a bug alights on a man's neck 
the hooks are driven [nto the flesh with a 
force utterly disproportioned to the size and 
weight of the bug. 

The microscopist adjusted his microscope 
at this time and placed a slide in position 
whereon was pasted the boay of a “daddy 
longlegs,"" or common garden spider. This 
specimen i# an exceptionally fine one and is 
so mounted as to bring the eyes directly 
under the searching power of the instru-

tion, so nature has compensated. 

The eye is inclosed in a transparent 
sack and it has the appearance of 
hundreds of glassy fish eggs. It is much 
in appearance like one of those glass con- 
trivances used to admit light into a base- 
ment. Crushed ice might be used as a 
simile but for the regularity of the facets.

catch pictures in all directions. But just 
in front the lines are rather obscure, 80 
nature has bestowed some extra eyes on 
the grasshopper. 

The coloring of the grasshopper’s head 
is beautiful.. It haga the appearance under 
the microscope of candied cherries, white 
scales as of incrusted sugar being flecked 
over the deep red muscles and fibers, It 
Was suggested that this substance is really 
Sugar. Western Indians are known to eat 
the grasshopper roasted and to uphold it 
against all comers for sugary sweetness.

~ SCIENTIFIC CARE 


IN BATHING AND DRESSING 
w THE BABY. 


ATHING the baby has always been 
the source of much interest in most 


households. Scarcely any other rite 


connected with His Majesty is as much en- 
joyed and appreciated as his bath. And 


perhaps there is one mother in ten who 
knows how to give it properly. 

She who has studied carefully this morn- 
ing ceremony, before the bath begins, gath- 
ers all the articles which will be needed—a 
low table, on which the small tub reposes; 


pure castile soap, two wash cloths, needle, 
linen thread, scissors, powder, vaseline, 
clean clothing, small thermometer, etc. 


The temperature of the room must regis- 
ter aoout 70 degrees, and the bath is always 
at ¥8 degrees. These are two things which 
she is particularly careful to observe. 

Baby is disrobed and placed in his nurse's 
lap on a warm flannel apron which she 
wears. She covers him well with part of 
this to prevent exposure, while she lathers 
his litfle body thoroughly with a dripping, 
soapy cloth. After he is well soaped he is 
plunged tp’ to his neck’ fn a tub of clean, 
warm ‘water, another cloth Is substituted 
for the soapy one, and a good rinsing is 
given him Before the water has had time 
to become chilled the baby is lifted out of 
the tub and wrapped from crown to toe in 
@ warm flannel blanket which has a soft 
linen towel for its lining. Then he is gently 


ing, and its thickness must be evenly dis- 
tributed so that no part of his body will 
become overheated. Even the charming lit- 
tle silk bootees are tabooed by the wise 
mother and long woollen stockings sub- 
stituted, or baby reveis in barefooted free- 
dom. 

The old-fashioned method of pinning. 4 
young child’s clothes, or even fastening 
them with tapes, has been abandoned, and 
the trained nursemaid now sews baby into 
his garments. Pins make cruel indentations 
on the delicate skin, and tapes are apt to 
become hard and knotted, 

It is important to know just how to car- 
ry a baby. Improper handling may result 
in life-long invalidism for the child. It 
would seem in these enlightened days that 
ignorance is a poor excuse for unwise treat- 
ment of babies, yet it is quite common to 
see a young matron carrying or allowing 
he baby to be carried in a manner which 
causes pain ta the average on-looker., 

Never, when carrying a child, or at any 
other time, allow it to bear the weight of 
its own head. The head should always be 
supported, for ft is llable to fall over with 
a jerk and dislocate the neck. The head 
and shoulder blades should be supported 
with one hand, while the other grasps the 
child's feet or end of his clothing. This 
forms a perfect hammock and allows no 
undue pressure on the delicate organs of

BELLEVILLE SCE 


The organigation of the St. Louls labor 
unions is perhaps better than in most 
cities, as here eight months ago, a plan was 
worked out which is new in the labor fleld. 
It brought the Building Trades Council 
and the Central Trades and Labor Union 
under what is known as the fraternal dele- 
gate plan. Each association now elects a 
committee to meet together as a Board of 
Arbitration to settle all difficulties which 
may exist between them, In this way there 
can no trouble arise between the two or- 
ders and at the game time both orders 
strengthen themselves, as they become fa- 
miliar with the plans of each order, and 
joined together in this way they may force 
almost any employer to comply with their 
wishes. 

James Miller, business agent for the Bulld- 
ing Trades Council, considers that as labor 
is at present organized a long strike is im- 
possible, as the labor organizations are so 
Strong that they control wages and hours 
of the working man. He says: “Under the 
present organization of labor a strike of 
long duration is utterly impossible. A great 
deal of the time it is not even necessary to 
resort to arbitration. The workmen simply 
appoint a committee to interview thelr em- 
ployers and they in turn have their repre- 
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sentatives consult with the workmen, and 
in this ‘way many a strike is avoided which 
might be started and continued simply on 
account of stubbornness. The laboring man 
no longer carries himself like a whivped 
cur. He knows that he has rights and that 
there is a powerful organization back of 


him ready to enforce his rights as regards good of organized labor and the Labor Day 


fair pay and reasonable hours. 

“Labor Day is that day which labor ‘or- 
ganizations have set aside as the special 
My on which they will bring themselves be- 
fore the notice of the public as an organ- 
ization fat can take care of itself by pro- 
tecting its rishts. The laboring people wish 
to have the people of the country on thelr 
side, and this they gain by showing the good 
that they are constantly doing.” 

In speaking of the labor organization and 
Labor Day, Harry Blackmore, the president 
of the Central Trades and Labor Union, said: 

‘*The good that the labor organization has 
done the laboring man is very great, par- 
ticularly In regard to shortening thea hours 
of labor and giving him a just return for 
his efforts. Before the labor organization 
was formed, the laboring man was expected 
to work from daylight until dark at poor 
pay, but now every thing !s changed. The 
laborer goes to work in the morning at 8 
o’clock and works for eight hours, which 
gives him time to see his family and get 
some enjoyment out of life. There is no 
reason why the laborer should not have a 
chance to educate his children, read the 
newspapers and enjoy himself. The labor 
organizationa have rendered the WMfe of ths 
workingman 10 times more comforteble than 
it used to be. 


“It must not be believed that all these 
things have been brought about by the use 
of the strike, the greatest weapon of the 
workingman, for when the advantages of 
the demands which the workingman makes 
are shown to the employer, he usually 
yields. Thus some of the most important 
chunges have been brought about by arbli- 
tration and not by the strike. The three 
things that bring labor together are the 
strike, affillation and the boycot. The first 
two are in constant use, the last is very

seldom resorted to. Labor Day is the day 
set apart for celebrating the emancipation 
of labor. It is the day on which all labor 
organizations come together for the purpose 
of fraternizing.”’ 
Purt Childs, 
Trades Council, in speaking concerning the 


president of the Buildtng 


Said: 

“The purpose of organized labor is to ob- 
tain what is justly due the laborer. Ji has 
been proved that the employer will only 
raise the wages of his men when he is ob- 
iged to do so. By means of the strike labor 
has, in the last few years of its organigzga- 
tlon, been able to reduce the working day to 
eight hours, giving the workingman eight 
hours for work, eight hours for sleep, and 
eight hours for recreation. In the laat four 
months the laborer in each of five differert 
trucdes, has been able to secure a reduction 
of four hours a week in time, thus aliowing 
the Jaborer a Saturday half holiday. The 
trades which secured this concession are the 
bricklayers, carpenters, plasterers and la- 
borers divided into two classes, 

“This gives 700 men Saturday afternoon 
off. Our organization is still working to 
procure the same rights for the other mem- 
bers of the order, as there now remain 23 
trades which do not have the holiday. If 
there had been no labor organization, ic can 
readily be seen that the workman would 
never have got this rest. 


“Labor Day is that day which, by the 
common consent of the labor organizations, 
is set aside for a general holiday for the 
working people. It is labor's natal day, the 
day which, to labor, is the same as the 
Meurth of July is to the people of the 
United States, The celebration of this holl- 
day brings the jaboring people a great deal 
closer together than they otherwise would 
be. Coming together for a general reunion 
they learn what other organisations are do- 
ing, learn their ways of conducting busl- 
nesu, and get a strong brotherly feellng to- 
ward each other. In this way the labor or- 
garizations are welded together into an or- 
gan:gation which ts able to force empiovers 
to agree upon the terms which they wish.”

attention by their high diving and daring 
work on the trapeze. Each of them dives 
from a pole that may be 90 feet high, and 
and may be not more than 60—but the top 
of which certainly is a long way up in 
the air—and turning one or more somer- 
saults while descending, alights in a pool 
of water seven or eight feet deep. 

They have been at Forest Park Highlands 
a week, and will be there another. A great 
many people have seen them and marveled 
that they did not kill themselves. 


“Of course there is danger In our work,” 
said Seabury, “if there wasn’t the people 
wouldn’t come to see it. But as long as we 
are ordinarily careful we are in no immi- 
nent peril, We must make our turns at 
the right moment—nelther too soon nor too 
late—and we must not get rattled. If we do 
elther there will be a funeral very soon 
afterwards. I have been diving as a pro- 
fessional for nine years, and am 22 years 
old, I began in the natatorium at Piedmont, 
Cal. Harmon hag been in the business 16 
years and is 33 years old. He started at 
the Terrace Baths in Alameda, Cal. We 
have been together for five years, spending 
most of the time in Canada and the ex- 
treme North. 

“The pole we use here was 65 feet high at 
first, but we had it extended 25 feet. The 
tank Is seven feet deep at the end near the 
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pool Is 10x22 feet. en feet 
deep at the west end and six feet deep at 
the east end, Twenty feet east of the 
pool are the trapeze poles, 41 feet high. 
About the same distance east of them ts a 
pedestal 29 feet high. At the wésf end of 
the pool, only about three feet from the 
water’s edge, is the pole from which the 
high dives are made. It is formed of white 
pine timbers, eight Inches square. During 
the first of the week there were three of 
them, mortised one on top of the other and 
bonded by heavy iron bands. On top of 
the upper one was a platform about 8 
inches square. Later in the week the height 
of the pole was increased either 16 or % 
feet by the addition of a framework of 
lighter timbers. 

The divers begin their performance by go- 
ing through a series of evolutions on the 
trapeze. They swing from it to the pedes- 
tal and do some exceedingly clever work— 
double and triple somersaults and pirouet- 
ting. Every feature winds up with a dive 
into the tank. 

The final feat is the dive from the top of 
the pole. 

Harmon does it with a forward and up- 
ward leap and turn, known as a “gainer” 
somersault. He springs outward and up- 
ward and throws a forward somersault, 
As he falls he turns gradually and grace- 
fully and when about 20 feet from the water 
straightens out. He alights feet foremost, 
disappears under the water for an instant, 
then comes to the surface, climbs out of 
the pool and bows his thanks to the ape 
plauding multitude, 


Seabury does what athletes know as the | 


“back lay-out” somersault. He stands on 


the edge of the little platform on top of 


of the pole with his back to the pool, His 
heels are over the edge of the platform. 
He bends slowly backward and falls straight 
down. His body revolves—twice it seems, 
but he says only once. When 20 feet above 
the water he straightens and alights feet 
first just as Harmon does, except that he 
faces in the opposite direction. 

“The principal element of danger in diving 
from the pole,’ said Seabury, “is that one 
may lose his presence of mind. In that o@se 
he would make his turn too soon or not 
soon enough, and strike the water wrong, 
and probably be killed. Again, @ man may 
miscalculate his distance and turn too far 
or come down too straight. For instance, 
the slightest inequality in the impetus 
given by the feet in the jump will throw 
the diver off of his balance and make 
him fall on his side. That would probably 
kill him. 

“In alighting we must draw up our legs 
as soon as our feet touch the water, then 
drive them down again immediately. That 
prevents us going to the bottom too swiftly. 
I didn’t do this quick enough one day last 


———- 


month at San Souci Park, Chicago, and the | 


result was a sprained ankle that laid me 
up for a week. 

“Another injury the diver is Hable to is a 
sprained neck. I got it once and Harmon 
has had it. It is caused by throwing the 
head back too suddenly in making the turn 
in midair. Of course @ man could break 
his neck that way, but a person of expe- 
rience is not likely to. 

‘"The critical point In both mine and Har- 
mon’s fall is when we straighten out. If 
that is done correctly and the legs are prop- 
erly used when we strike the water, an 
injury is impossible. The straightening Is 
done about 20 feet above the surface of the 
aneeoel training required for a high diver is 
the same as that of any other aerial per- 
former. One must have absolutely none of 
the fear of falling from 4 great height 
generally called dizziness, and one must be 
enough of a gymnast to know how to con- 
trol his body while it is in motion. 

Regarding the height of the pole from 
which Harmon and Seabury jump there !s 
some conflict of testimony here. Harmon 
stated that it was 48 feet high before the 
extension was put on. Seabury said it was 
6. He was told of Harmon's statement 
and said. “O, Harmon don't know any- 
thing about the apparatus.”’ 

Persons who know about heights are apt 
to doubt that the pole is even 48 feet high. 
In order to afford entertainment for those 
who like to dabble in the acience of en- 
gineering the Sunday Post-Dispatch will 
establish a letter box for communications 
touching the helght of the pole.

Low- 
ry, dentist, of Kansas City. 

He told her that he loved her; she was 
his employe and mistress for seven years; 
when his wife died he entered into a formal 
evuigagement to marry Miss Smith as soon 
as inéumbrances on his $30,000 worth of real 
OFrtete were removed; before this was ac- 
complished he met, loved, wooed acd won 
& promise from Miss Sayde Anderson, @ 
Kansas City banker’s daughter; he tried to 
break ‘with Miss Smith; she sued him for 
breach of promise of marriage; he confessed 
judgment and paid $15,000; he has no prop- 
erty; owes ther $10,000, has lost Miss An- 
derson, was dismised from his church and 
is strugzling against efforts of the woman 
to complete his professional ruin. . 


Before she knew of Dr. Lowry’s attach- 
ment to Miss Anderson this insatiate wom- 
an was sweet, long suffering, hard working, 
uncomplaining and devoted to him and his 
interests. As is usual in such cases, her iet- 
ters show that the woman was super:or to 
the man in intellect and heart. When she 
learned of his-unfaithfulness she sought to 
regain her lost place in his affections. 
Spurned, she set her soul to the task of ac- 
cou.plishing his destruction. 

His social standing was of the highest. He 
goes nowhere now. His professional standing 
was of the best. He is fighting for the hon- 
ors he gained with the woman who has won 
s0 much from him. “‘God only knows how it 
will end,” he says mournfully. 


Last month another attempt was made by 
this scorned woman, who has now become 
his Nemesis, to drag him deeper into dis- 
grace. This was an effort to have him 
ousted from the State Dental Association, 
An affidavit by Miss Smith was read, in

By a vote of 50 to 12 Lowry’s membership 
was saved, but the 12 resigned from the 
association, Among those who resigned 
were Dr. 8. B. Prevost, ex-president: Drs. 
C. 8. Hungerford, J. G. Hollingsworth, J. 
D. Patterson and May Weston of Kansas 
City. 

Dr. Prevost is one of the State’s most 
prominent dentists. He was formerly head 
of the Knights of Pythias Lodge in Mis- 
souri, 

Dr. May Weston says: “No self-respect- 
ing member of the dental profession wi}] 
be identified with the association after its 
action in sustaining Dr. Lowry. Being a 
woman and ambitious to gueceed in my 
chosen profession, I can no longer remain 
a .member. It is not that I sympathige 
with Miss Smith, but the disclosures at the 
trial were enough.” 


Gov. Stephens refused to accept Dr. Low- 
ry’s resignation from the Board of Dental 
Examiners, even though urged to do go 
by dentists, and 60 saved to the pursued 
man that honor. 

Martha Smith was 17 years of age when, 
in 1890, she firet met Dr. Lowry. She was 
slender and graceful, with pretty, deep 
blue eyes, blonde heir with an auburn 
tinge, and a peach-like complexion. She 
is pretty still, although the years have not

He often went to meet her at various 
towns, pouring words of love in her ears 
and writing to her nearly every day in her 
journeyings that he was going to or from 
her. She was to help pay off a mortgage on 
his $30,000 worth of property and then he 
was to claim her before the world,

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Indiana is owned by Mark Beeger of Mish- 
awaka, and he has over 100 acres ofgmhe 
Plant in St. Joseph County.

The largest farm in Indiana, and one of 
which much has been said, is the most pe- 
culiar and remarkable, and of its kind, 
perhaps, the largest in the world. It has 
been enlarged in the last year, and now 
covers 31,000 acres. Most of it is in the 
Kankakee swamps. It is owned by B. F, 
Gifford of Kankakee. Some years ago he 
owned 10,000 acres of land in Champaign 
County, IIL, which he developed and sold 
at a good margin. 

He decided to buy up Kankakee swamp 
lands, which were considered worthless. 
He probed around under the water and 
found that the soil was of the finest black 
loam, and, if it could be drained, would 
produce abundantly. He bought a large 
area of water-covered land for a song, 


went to Chicago, purchased two big 
dredges, such as the Government uses on 
rivers, and put them to work. He op- 
erated on the Holland system, scooping 


out big channels and pushing the excavated 
mud out over the plats of land. These 
dredges have been kept at work night 
and day, and he has a farm that is a mar- 
vel. About 14,000 acres are now under a 
high state of cultivation. He has over 30 
men at work, and has enough tenement 
houses to form a good-sized town if they 
were brought together. 


Another Kankakee swamp man operates 
probably the only leecb “‘farm’”’ in the State, 
While the leech demand is not as great 
as it Was some years ago, when physicians 
applied leeches as a panacea for all dis- 
eases, it is still sufficient to enable the 
leech farmer to lay aside considerable 
money. He gets his breeders from Ger- 
many. Most of the farming is done in large 
vats.

The speaker was William Simmons, past 
commander of Naval Post, G. A. R., and 
historian of the fleet. Mr. Simmons served 


throughout the Civil War in Guif 
Squadron and was on board the Brooklyn 
at the time of Farragut's siewe of New Or- 
leans His followed right on the 
heels of the Mississipp!, of which Melanc- 
thon Smith was captain and George Dewey 
was lieutenant and executive officer. 

“IT would Ike, in explaining the meaning 


tne 


vessel 


of my words,’ sald the veteran, “‘to tell 
you something about that famous battle, 
for it Wasa on that occasion that Dewey 


learned the tactics he used to splendid ad- 
vantage when he attacked and sank the 
Spanish fleet in Manila Harbor and made 
himself the most famous of living naval 
commanders. 

“The United States sloop-of-war Mis- 


siseippi was attached to the Gulf squadron 
in 1861, and, under Flag Officer Farragit, 
Was assigned to an expedition, having for 
its cbject the capture of New Orleans and 
its occupation by the Union forces. 
Melancthon Smith commanded the Mis- 
sissippi and George Dewey wae Lieutenant 
and executive officer. The Mississippi 
played a most Important and honorable part 
in the capture of the Crescent City, and 
the plan of operations adopted in that bat- 
tle was so similar to that adopted many 
years afterwards at Manila Bay as to 
make the resemblance more than striking, 
and to suggest inevitably that the Admiral 
remembered the work of the Lieutenant 
and re-enacted the scenes of 1861 In the 
year 1898. The executive officer of a man- 
of-war sits, like a king on his throne, mon- 
arch of all he surveys, and it is utterly 
useless to appeal against his decision, and 
this was the position held by Dewey. 
“At the battle of Forts Jackeon and St. 
Philip, which resulted in the capture of 
New Orleans, Flag Officer Farragut formed 
his squadron into three divisions and aa-

vision. Hostilities commenced on April 18, 
1862, and continued without intermiseion 
until the 2fth. When the signal was made 
for close quarters the Mississippi! was in 
her proper place in line and ready for 
business.

our broadsides was deafening, the port and 
starboard batteries were both in action 
and the guns were handled with the same 
zeal, intelligence and ability that our men 
behind the guns displayed at Santiago and 
Manila. Just ahead of the Mississippi In 
the line of action was the sloop of war 
Hartford, Capt. H. N. Bill, and the sloop 
of war Brooklyn, Capt. Thomas Craven, on 
which ship I sailed. In another division 
Was the sloop of war Richmond, Capt. 
James Alden, and the sloop of war Pensa- 
cola, Capt. Harry W. Morris. Never D5e- 
fore or sinze have I seen such a wonderful 
and terrible sight. The earth seemed to 
tremble with the roar and reverberation of 
their heavy artillery and the constant ex- 
Plosion of shells in the air overhead added 
to a scene indescribably grand, and incapa- 
ble of being wiped out of the memory of 
those who participated in it. 

“Dewey's turn came when his ship met 
the Confederate ram Manassas. That vessel 
had attempted to dispute the advance of 
the Union fleet, and Tiad first paid her re- 
spects to the Hartford and then to the 
Brooklyn. Both of these vessels were oth- 
erwise engaged and paid little or no atten- 
tion to her. But when she came along and 
began to try conciusions with the Mississ!- 
ppi she met her match. Dewey's vessel 
just waited for her, and when she got at 
short range let drive with every gun that 
was available. The result was total de- 
struction of the Manassas, which drifted 
down the river in « sinking condition, « 


useless and a hopeless wreck. 

“The battle was about won at this time 
and the Mississippi] ran alongside the 
French market and anchored, sending the 
k-lied in action on shore for burial. Some 
little amusement, I remember, was caused 
by the refusal of the Mayor of New Or- 
leans to haul down the Confederate flag 
from the City Hall. It was Dewey, I think, 
who said that ‘somebody would have to 
take !t down, anyway,’ and ordered one of 
his men to perform the operation, which 
he proceeded to do amid many cheers and 
ran up the Union flag in its place. At the 
hattie of Port Hudson the Mississippi was 
loat in action. Lieut. 
ferred to the North Atlantic Squadron, and 
I was no longer e@ble to follow his for- 
tunes. I know that he took part in the 
battle of Fort Fisher under Admiral Por- 
ter and that he rendered conspicious ser- 
y.ce afterwards on the Kearsarge and the 
frigate Colorado, in the war for the pre- 
servation of the Union.” 

Mr. Simmons !s a tail well-preserved man, 
who looks like a sallor ought to :oom, mght 
in your eye while he“is talking in a soft 
yoice that is pleasant to hear. He fought 
all through the war himself, and his own 
adventures are sufficient to fill a volume 
He is on the Committee of Reception that 
ill welcome tHe Naval Veterans at the 
forthcoming encampment at Philadelphia, 
but he sorrowfully remarks:

Now 
hold your arms out extended from your 
sides and revolve the hands around in @ 
circle, using the wrist as a Pivot, Keep 
this up unt!l your arms become exhausted. 
This exercise strengthens the wrist and the 
muscles of the arm and shoulder. 

Light dumbbells are very useful, although 
not absolutely necessary. Place your hands 
on your hips and revolve the upper part of 
your body on your wa'st as a Pivot, com- 
pleting this exercise by taking a deep breath 


and inclining the body forward and back as 
far as possible. This exercises the muscles 
of the diaphragm, stomach and chest. Now 
raise your arms extended in front of you, 
keeping your back perfectly erect, and, 
keeping your arms Straight, swing them 
back of you as far as you can, touching | 
your hands behind your back if possible. 
Bringing them in front of you aga'‘n, raise 
them above your head and rise on your 
toes, then down and back, etc. Keep this. 
up fully five minutes, increasing the rapid- 
ity of the movement until you are very 
tired, because you cannot !ncrease your 
strength or endurance unless you exercise 
after you feel somewhat exhausted, a fact 
to bear in mind. 

Keeping your back straight, slowly bend 
your knees and sink down toward your up- 
lifted heels as far as possible; then as slow- 
ly rise. Continue this exerc'se until the 
muscles of your leg and back begin to ache. 

Now lie down flat on your back and, keep- 
ing your back and hips perfectly rigid, 
straighten your legs and lift them off the 
floor as high as you are abte and tren grad 
ually lower them. Try it again several 
times. You will find it exceedingly difficult 
at first, but there is hardly a better exer- 
cise for strengthening the muscles of the 
stomach, back and legs. This exercise kept 
up for a few weeks and you will be able to 
punch your stomach as hard as you do the 
bag. 

Now roll over on your chest, place your 
bands‘and toes on the floor and, keeping 
~o-p body straight and rigid, lift*yourself 

-t arms and toes lengths. Execute this 

reise slowly. It throws the shoulders 
ack, gives your lungs expansion and works 
-ertain muscles seldom used in the arms, 
iegs and back. Now that you are breath- 
ing freely and your blood is coursing 
through your veins, go to the open window 
again and inhale a deep breath of air. At 
the same time gently tap the upper part of 
your chest with your fists. Be careful not 
to pound too hard or exert yourself at first, 
but after several trials Increase the force 
and rapidity of your pounding, directing 
the taps toward the lower part of the chest 
on the floating ribs. Continue this exercise 
every morning and before long you will be 
able to pound severely the lower chest and 
accordingly strengthen the lower part of 
the lungs, where the cells of the average 
lungs are very delicate and susceptible to 
colds and consumptién. You m'ght com- 
plete the morning exercise by a lively 
unching of the bag.

‘i HE craze for notoriety furnishes the

possessed of youth and fortune, 

The lady sweems to have fallen in love with 
the semi-nude savage at the show, and after 
showing herself at public restaurants, at the 
theater, and driving in the park with him, 
4he took him off to church for the purpose 
of marrying him. 

The rector declined to perform the cere- 
mony until he obtained a satisfactory assur- 
ance that the soldisant ‘Prince’ Lobengula 
had no matrimonial encumbrances in South 
Africa, whereupon the couple proceeded to 
the nearest Registrar, where no questions 
Were asked, and the civil ceremony was 
celebrated in accorance with the law. 

At first the public showed a disposition to

But ultimately disgust 
amusement and Miss Sewall 
husband, for fear of being 
London streets, have found 
leave for foreign parts.

Plans of Campaign Against the Forces 
of Evil Outlined by the Persons Who 


Are Conducting 
Under Canvas. 


OUL-SAVING In tents ts one of the 
S features of the reilgious work in St, 

Louls. The street meetings of the 
Balvation Army, the Volunteers and the va- 
rious religious workers are familiar to all 
who are about town at night. So, too, are 
all familiar with the missions in store- 
rooms and in the homes, even, of the slum 
districts. It is of the dwellers in tents 
that this treats—the labors they perform, 
the method they use and the results they 
accomplish. 

There are several! of these tent meetings 
fn thia city. The Salvation Army is just 
finishing a series which were held out in 
De Hodiamont, lasting about 10 days. They 
were conducted strictly along the regular 
lines of the army work; there were’ the 
tambourine band, the singing, the red-shirt- 
ed exhorters, the lassies, the strident, stir- 
ring war hymns and the shouts as the 
converts went forward. There were the 
volleys of “‘amens” and the rejoicings over 
the good done, and the personal sort of 
praying that the army ts given to. The 
soldiers lived under canvas while the camp 
lasted. and much of the routine of an 
army's stop was kept up. But it was only 
temporary, and it has not the unique char- 
acteristics that are seen in the regular, 
day in and day out tenters’ assemblies. 

In this city there are two regular gospel 
tents that move about town so much that 
you may have the idea that there are many 
of them, whereas the number fs really very 
few. These are the mission to the Jews, 
conducted by A. Lichtenstein, and the one 
to the world at large, run by Mr. and Mrs, 
H. W. Peffley 

Mr. Lichtenstein is a Christian and his 
mission is for Jews. The head of it was 
once an orthodox rabbi. He is now out of 
the church: he devotes his time to efforts 
to bring members of his former faith to 
the tenets of Christianity. The Peffleys 
were once Methodists; they were, they say, 
let out of that church, so they are con- 
ducting an undenominational mission, for 
“whomsoever wiill.”’ 


These tent meetings are perhaps the sim- 
plest form of worship of the day. Under 
the canvas are a few flickering lights, a 
small organ, rough seats and a smal! ta- 
ble, used as a pulpit. The leader takes his 
Station at the table, a player seats himself 
at the organ, and the opening hymn is 
@tarted. The sides of the tent are raised, 
and if the weather is fine and the night is 
warm, the folks from the neighboring 
houses seek coolness beneath the canvas 
roof, They straggie in, a few at a time, 
often in a shamefaced sort of way, and 
seat themselves we!l back. The strong voice 
of the leader urges them forward, and 
the stirring words of the hymn add weight 
and effectiveness to his appeal. The mu- 
Sic is nearly always of a martial charac- 
ter, and the words are simple, with a story 
fn them. There is no attempt at artistic 
Singing, but there is always a volume and 
@ ring to it that many a church would 
envy. 

There is another hymn, and yet another. 
As each is announced, the few who have 
books turn to the place; the many know 
the words and the air, and have no need 
of directions. 

Thea there is a prayer, of that direct, ap- 
pealing sort that gives the listeners the im- 
pression that the speaker has a close and 
intimate hold on the God he addresses, and 
that is apt to lead the hearers to wish for 
the same power. The appeal is often a ser- 
mon in itself. 

Another hymn is sung—perhaps several, 
for there is no ritual to be followed save 
the will of the leader—and there is a short, 
pointed sermon, that Is directed straight at 
the heads of the congregation. It deals in 
mo superfluous doctrinal points. It ex- 
pounds no difficult theological problems. It 
simply says, ““There is a way to be saved: 
af you are not saved, you should and can 
De; if you will, this is the way.” 


Religious Revivals 


After this, comes the invitation, “All you 
who will be saved, come to the mercyseat.”’ 
There is a period of much earnest urging 
and appeal, and perhaps no response. But 
usually someone goes forward to be prayed 
for, and there is the rejoicing that is his 
due. 

A hymn of triumph fills the tent roof, and 
as the congregation files out, the saved and 
the just rescued “brands from the burn- 
ing’’ stay for an experience meeting. There, 
they tell the good that has been their por- 
tion since they gave | drei lives to God, 
and the new converts are encouraged to 
keep steadfast In the faith. 

The Lichtenstein mission has been held 
on several sites this summer. It was until 
recently at Glasgow and Dickson; now 
it is at Ohio and Geyer avenues. The 
Peffley tent has been in several places, too. 
Recently, it was out In Evans avenue; now, 
it is at Twenty-second and Locust streets. 

Regarding their special work, these tent 
missionaries say: '

The Jewish Christian Mission is holding 
gospel tent meet.ngs for the purpose of 
reaching Jews and Gentiles, as I, the su- 
perintendent and pastor, am abie to preach 
in five different lauguages and by preach- 
ing in a tent can reach all ciasses of peo- 
pie. The tirst series of tent meetings were 
opened July 17 at Giasgow avenue and 
Dickson street and were closed Sunday 
evening, Aug, 20, and now again reopened 
at Geyer and Qh.o avenues, 

The results of the meetings have been 
very successful; a number of Jews, Ger- 
mans and Americans, have been converted. 

The reason why we hoid meetings in a 
tent is to reach the poorer class—thuse 
who do not go to churches; some are so 
poor that they haven’t ciothing to wear. 
In the church they would feel ashamed to 
go; in the tent they care not whether they 
have hats or not. Second, it is more com- 
fortabie to preach in a@ tent Just now than

A testimony meeting is also held and 
then New Testaments in different lan- 
guages—Hebrew, Jarogen, German, Rus- 
Sian, Polish and English—are distributed 
to those who are unable to pay for them. 
These New Testaments—the Hebrew and 
Jaragen—are sent from London to be dis- 
tributed and the Jews are quite anxious to 
read them.

Neatness 
prevails despite the rough exterior. Many 
of these homes are beautifully clean, and 
especially will they be so on Friday night. 
You will then see the inmates sitting with 
their faces, their tabiecloths, their candles 
and everything else shining. 


How interesting. that this building, 
which was once the most notorious resort 
of thieves in New York, has been turned 
into a center of domestic virtue! I am sure 
that there is more domestic virtue con- 
gested in this- one building than in the 
whole of many a fashionable New York 
street 

Strangers do not understand how complex 
is the life of the Jews. But, remember, the 
Jews ancient civilization. They 
are a fragment of ancient Oriental civili- 
gation imbedded in Western life. and there 
fore, their poorest are much higher, in- 
tellectually, than the poorest of the later 
developed European nations, who are mere- 
lv a rough sort Of peasants nearer to the 
savage. That is why crimes of violence are 
rare among the Jews, and the only crimes 
are crimes of cunning.

| MOSQUITOES BITE NOW. 


OSQUITO time is here. The readers 
M of the Sunday Post-Dispatch know 


that without being told. Nothing 
new about that, but I have a suggestion 
to offer that will help to lessen the evils 
of the troublesome insect. It has been cus- 
tomary by many to use the oll of penny- 
royal as a prevention against the sting of 
the mosquito. I have found by careful 
personal use that the oll of fleabane is 
much better. This is an oll obtained from 
Erigeron Canadensis, the common same 
for which Is fleabane. It ts when fresh @ 
light, straw-colored fluid, with a pecullar 
aromatic, persistent odor. It gets much 
darker with age, but without spolling its 
properties for thisgpurpose. It costs the 
dealer about one-thed more than penny- 
royal, so one cannot expect as much for 
a dime ora quarter, but ita Increased ef- 
ficacy will make up for Its increased price. 
It can be used In a similar manner to the 
pennyroyal. I wet my finger with the oll 
and apply It to the ankles, wrists and other 
exposed sopts. It may be dissolved In alco- 
hol, a teaspoonful to two ounces of the 
spirit. 1t may leave a smarting for a mite: 
ute or two, but this !s really trifiang. 
does not seem to act by killing the mosqui- 
to; nelther does pennyroyal, but these pests 
have likes and disiikes, the same as ani- 
mals of higher evolution, and these powe 
erful pungent olls are decidedly unpleasant 
to them and they will not tarry where they 
can get a sniff. Of the cwo olls, penuy- 
royal and fleabane, the latter seems to be 
the most unpleasant to them. .I should like 
to know the opinion of others. Try it and

When the Hair Turns Gray. 

J. A. M.—A failure in the hair pigment 
is the cause of its turning gray. If you 
are in ill-health it might partially account 
for your having gray hairs at such an 
early age. Pulling one out will have no 
effect in inducing more gray hairs. The 
chemicals in the pigment have failed just 
at that place, and no external preparation 
will have more than the effect of staining 
the gray hair. I think you should have 
Scalp massage. You might try the jabo- 
Tandi tonic, which is said to arrest gray 
hairs. It should be rubbed into the scalp 
every night. Sulphate of quinine, 4 
Brains; tincture of nux vomica, 2 drams;: 
tinctiture of capsicum, 1 dram: fluid ex- 
tract of jaborandi, 4 drams; spirit of rose- 
mary, 1 ounce; glycerine, 4 drams; rose- 
Water, 8 ounces. 


About Restoring Gray Hair. 

D. W., Fort Scott.—I wish with all my 
heart I could give you a formula for re- 
storing gray hair to its natural color, but I 
must frankly say that I do not believe 
there is such a thing. The hair turns gray 
because the pigment undergoes a change. 
Some one of the chemicals in the pigment 
fails, then the hair loses its color. You 
can see for yourself that no outward appll- 
cation could affect the coloring matter. All 
the so-calle’ restorers are, in fact, dyes or 
etains. I cannot recommend the one you 
speak of. Your best plan will be to get 
@ first-class article and have it properly 
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applied if you wish to have the hair its 
original color. I thank you very much 
for your kind expressions in my behalf. 


For Scant Eyebrows. 

G. W.—Here is the formula you ask for: 
Red vaseline, 2 ounces; tincture cantha- 
rides, one-eighth ounce; oil of lavender, 
oll of rosemary, 15 drops each. Apply to 
the eyebrows with a tiny toothbrush once 
a day until the growth is sufficiently stim- 
ulated: then less often. This ointment may 
be used for the eyelashes also. In this 
case it should be very carefully applied. It 
will inflame the eyes, as any oil will if it 
gets into them.

T was in the panic of 1887 that Mr. Stew- 
art was transformed from a rich mer- 
chant to a merchant prince. Before 
the crisis he had been considered worth a 
million. After the flurry was well over his 
fortune was estimated at $20,000,(00, 

This was instance only the fact 
that tides in publie affairs which wrecked 
other men's business doubied Stewart's 
wealth. The civil war, it was thought, 
would beggar him. as it beggared others. 
On the contrary, he obtained one Govern- 
ment contract after another and at the end 
had twice as many millions as he had be- 
fore. 

A man with such financial responsibility 
could not do without legal advice. The firm 
that Stewart patronized was Campbell & 
Cleveland, in Grand street. Here he er- 
countered an office clerk, Henry Hilton, the 
man who was afterward to dominate ais 
life. 

Where Henry Hilton originated nobody 
ever knew. Not the most subtie inquiry 
could elicit it from him. Whether or not 
his father was a truckman, as gossip had 
it, the son was a remarkable young man. 
Within a few years he rose from a po- 
sition as an obscure clerk to that of man- 
ager of the firm’s affairs. This was im- 
portant for him. Much more important 
was the fact that at the same time he had 
become the exclusive legal adviser and in- 
timate friend of A. T. Setwart. This inti- 
macy was never shaken. 

As time went on Hilton married a rich 
woman, the sister of James H. Banker. 

He became a member of the firm of Mc- 
Murray & Hilton. He was made Judge of 
the Court of Commecn Pleas. He was close- 
ly associated with the Tweed ring, and be- 
came a Park Commissioner ihrough the 
agency of that powerful! organization.

All through the civil war, when Mr. Stew- 
art was busy with his cwn shonkeeping, 
with Government contracts, with local poli- 
tics and legal complications, he had time 
to follow the career of Gen. Grant, whom 
he profoundly admired, and whose ac- 
aquaintance for many reasons he desired to 
make. 

It was easily with'n Mr. Stewart's power 
to meet and know Mr. Grant, and he did 
Moreover, he entered warmily into the 
canvas that resnlied In Grant’s election as 
President. 

Shortly befere the election occurred Gen. 
(Grant's memorable visit to the Stewart 
palace. It was not enough that the General 
was to be received In a house. whose every 
door frame and wincow casing was of pol- 
ished Italian marble, —— ceilings were 
supported by wenderfu columns, and 
whose hangines, paintings and = statuary 
were the wonder of the new world. Eve. 
the massive dinner service of solid gold did 
not suffice to do honor to this simplest of 
men. 

So Mr. Stewart ordered a bed constructed, 
which Gen, Grant should occupy during his 
one-night’s visit. This bed required six 
months for its construction. Its wood bore 
the rarest carvings. Its hangings were 
priceless. It was one of the choicest pieces 
in the collection wrich A. T. Stewart left at 
his death to be shortly scattered. 

After his remarkable exertions in Gen. 
Grant's behalf, the merchant prince could 
hard!y have been surprised when he found 
that President Grant had slated him for 
his Cabinet. His nomination as Secretary 
of the Treasury, however, was opposed on 
the ground of his mercantile concerns, 
which legally disqualified him. But it was 
seen how Mr. Stewart wanted to have a 
hand in the affairs of the nation. 

He proposed to transfer all his business 
to Judge Henry Hilton and thus, unembar- 
rassed, to step into the service of Presi- 
dent Grant and the country. 

This extraordinary proposition was sub- 
mitted to the Senate for approval. It was 
vetoed, 

The most disappointed man in the United 
States was probably not Mr. Stewart, but— 
Judge Hilton. 


HILTON’S ASCENDENCY. 


HEN Gen, Grant was a guest at the 
W marbie palace on Fifth avenue, 

Judge Hilton was present to bear 
the brunt of the entertaining. There were 
rarely guests at the Stewart home unless 
Judge Hilton was there to superintend their 
reception. 

The assiduity of his service was the more 
likely to call forth comment ‘because many 
people considered Stewart a man hard, cal- 
culating and cold. 

The great merchant was said to be piti- 
less. In business matters his principle was 
to insist upon his pound of flesh. He once 
caused the discharge of a cashboy on the 
ground that the boy’s attractiveness might 
lead him to modify the harsh regime he 
had Icid out for himself and everybody who 
worked for him 

In 1876 Mr. Stewart died. 
ent at his deathbed. 

Three days later the will of the great 
man was made. known to the world. It 
bequeathed $1,000.000 to his legal adviser, 
Heury Hilton, a few smal] legacies, and his 
business and the rest of the estate to Mrs. 
Stewart. No relatives were mentioned, 
either in the will or by the merchant, dur- 
ing his lifetime. -It was his custom to 
speak of himself as the last of his race. 

It seemed remarkable that a man with 
no claim co kinship should receive what 
was thought to be the largest personal 
legacy that had ever been bequeathed, but 
a more wonderful transfer was yet to take 
place A few weeks after the merchant’s 
death his widow, who was said to be prac- 
tically a prisoner in her own house, deeded 
to Henry Hilton the great business of A. 
T. Stewart. 

Hilton walked out of the house the rich- 
er by many millions, and no great man, of 
whatever degree of intimacy, has ever 
known why this man should have come 
into possession, either of the millions or 
of the property.

THE STEWART FAMILY. 
LL this time there had been living in 
A New York, unknown and unrecog- 
nized, the mother of the merchant. 

She was Mre. Martin now, for Bell had 
died and she had married a third time. 
Stewart went to see her, he saw to her 
comfort, he wrete to her. Yet while she 
was iiving within a mile of him he was, 
before the world, motherless. 

All this Hflton knew as well as Stewart 
himself. He had accompanied hie benefac- 
tor to Ireland and visited the little viilage 
near Belfast and picked up every possivle 
scrap of information in regard to the Stew- 
art antecedents. But there was no ment on 
of Mrs. Martin in the famous Stewart wil), 
for years so hotly contested. 

Nor was there any mertion of Alexan- 
der Turney, Stewart's sister, for he had 
one, though the world did not suspect it. 

Her name was Mary, and she had mar- 
ried a man named Scully and gone to :ive 
in Vermont. Stewart wrote to her, and 
sent her a prayer book and otber gifts, 
on which he wrote his own autograph. He 
knew, too, of the existence of her chil- 
dren. After her death he wrote to her 
son, Hugh Scully, and told him that he 
purposed giving his children 6 per cent of 
h's estate. 

But the will made no such bequest. and 
when Hugh Scully contested it he was de- 
feated by the skillful lawyers who repre- 
sented Judge Hilton and his great inter- 
ests. 

Another claimant who vainly contested 
the wi'l was Thomas Bailey of Wisconsin, 
a cousin of Mr. Stewart. He also did not 
succeed in obtaining a cent of Mr. Stew 
art’s millions. 

To what extent Judge Hilton was respon- 
sib'e for these proceedings both before and 
after Mr. Stewart’s death has often been 
speculated upon, and in no uncertain terms, 
At the present day it is safe to say that no 
relative of A. T. Stegvart is in possession 
of a penny of the enormous profits of that 
little stock of lace and linen which a poor 
boy brought over from Ireland so many 
years ago. 

A FORTUNE SQUANDERED. 

ARDLY had the “merchant prince” 

H died when his estates began to 
vanish. 

No more was seen of the bright star that 
had guided His fortunes. An unpleasant 
element of sordidness began to creep into 
the affairs of the house of Stewart. 

First among the calamities was the rob- 
bing of Mr. Stewart’s grave. The wretches 
who stole his bones from St. Mark’s 
*hurchyard communicated with Judge Hul- 
ton and were offered $25,000 for the return of 
the body. There were hitches in the trans- 
action, however; the robbers became fright- 
ened and the body was never returned. Or 
perhaps it was returned—who knows? 

A new firm was formed to carry on the 
Stewart business. But Hilton, Hughes & 
Co. were never successful. Judge Hilton 
lost money year by year until the firm sud- 
denly went out of business. The patient 


shrewdness which Stewart had appiled to. 


the building up of his business was lack- 
ing in his heir. 

More millions went in defending the es- 
tate from outside claimants. For years 
and years this was a cause of constant liti- 
gation. 

Then little by little the Stewart posses- 
sions disappeared. No one, except perhaps 
the mild littie woman who was nominally 
their owner, knew where they went, One 
by one the statues and curios melted away. 
Mrs. Stewart’s own fortune followed suit, 
When at last she died,’ ten years after her 
husband, she was, according to vouchers 
produced in court by Judge Hilton, literally 
in debt to him. Everything left was his. 

One thing that might have-been a monu- 
ment to Mr. Stewart's memory was his 
proposed ‘“‘Working Women’s Hotel.”” For 
this he left the money specifically. 

Judge Hilton took charge of its erection. 
Within three weeks after its opening bars, 


billiard rooms and barber shops were put 
in, the guests, because of high prices and 
restrictions, began to leave, and almost as 
if it had been so decided from the begin- 
ning the hotel was converted into the Park 
Avenue Hotel, which has ever since been 
conducted under Judge Hilton’s proprietor- 
ship. 
The Stewart home, shorn of its art trea- 
sures, was occupied for some years by the 
Manhattan Chub. Now it is again vacant, 
for the reason that it is much too elegantly 
built for modern use. It will probably be 
torn down or removed. Stewart's Folly will 
not have outlived his century. 

And with the death of Judge Hilton the

Brown was. not with his father 
at Harper’s Ferry.

They boldly declared the‘r anti- 
slavery convictions, which meant that they 
had to be constantly on the defensive. 

One night a squad of “border ruffians” 
came upon Jason Brown and a companion. 
He was recognized as a friend of the slaves 
and fired upon. His companion escaped 
into the woods, but Jason, slightly wounded, 
was captured. 

Among the “border ruffians,’’ as the in- 
vaders were called, were hot-headed South- 
erners of birth and breeding. They bound 
his wounds and, pale and weak from loss 
of blood, stood him up for a mock trial. 
To deciare himself an abolition‘st meant 
certain death. Yet without faltering Jason 
Brown declared that he believed that God 
hated slavery and that as long as he had 
breath in his body he would help destroy it. 

A rope! a rope! they cried in hoarse ver- 
dict. The knot was tied, and in a moment 
more and all would have been over. Then 
the furious beating of hoofe and a breath- 
less messenger hands a note to thé leader of 
the band He reads it, hesitates a second, 
then slips the noose and gives Jason Brown 
his freedom.
